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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS." 


The Borough of Carlisle, as extended on the 9th November, 1912 
contained a population of more than 50,000 persons at the last census. 
Commencing with the present return figures for Carlisle are therefore 
given in Table 1, which now includes 96 large English and Welsh 
towns. In these GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the deaths 
last week corresponded to an annual rate of 15:7 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,764 persons in 
the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended December 14th, 

December 2lst, and December 28th, 1912, the rates in the 95 great 
towns had been 16:1, 15:4 and 15:1 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes, 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were -—from ali causes, 21:2 in Preston, 21°9 in 
West Hartlepool, 22°0 in St. Helens, 23°6 in Newcastle on Tyne,

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of ‘deaths of resideuts occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated, They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction.

In LONDON there: were 2675 BIRTHS and 1406 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 231 above and 
the deaths 6 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 16°3, 14:4, and 14:4 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended December 14th, December 21st, and December 28th, 
1912, was 16°2 last week. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 15:3 per 1000, being 0-1 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever which had been 2, 1, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, the corrected average 
being 5. ‘The deaths from measies, which had been 77, 57, and 68 
in the preceding three weeks, were 70 last week, and were 29 
above the corrected average; 12 deaths belonged to the Borough 
of Shoreditch, 12 to Stepney, and 4 each to Fulham, Islington, 
Hackney, Battersea, and Camberwell. The deaths from scarlet Sever, 
which had been 1, 3, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were 7 
_ last week, the corrected average being 6. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 11, 14, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 17 last week, the corrected average being 18 ; 3 deaths belonged 
to Paddington and 3 to Hammersmith. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 6, 5, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 1] 
last week, but were 5 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 
18, 26, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 29 last week; 
» deaths belonged to Camberwell, 4 to Wandsworth and 3 each to 
‘Bethnal Green and to Stepney. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 15, having been 17, 15, and 18 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 70 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 70 deaths, 7 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 62 were 
attributed to accident or negligence, Eleven of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, four to a conflagration, five to 
burns or scalds, six to drowning, and thirteen, of infants under one 
year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 36 cases of 
enteric fever, 778 of measles, 1954 of scarlet fever, 242 of 
whooping-cough, and 957 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 2). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, § cases, against 8, 6, and 8; of measles, 
145 cases, against 130, 147, and 98; of scarlet fever, 170 cages, against 248, 
193, and 191; of whooping-cough, 19 cases, against 34, 24, and 11; and

In Greater London there were 4165 births and 2036 deaths. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 180 above 
and 82 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks 
of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°82 inches, and that of the Thermometer 44°°6, the latter being 
6°-0 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 14 per cent. above the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 15:9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°15 
of an inch.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.” 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 15:4 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated ft at 17,852,764 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended December 
21st, December 28th, 1912, and January 4th, 1913, the rates in 
the 95 or 96 great towns had been 154, 15:1, and 15:7 respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates 
in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended 
last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain individual 
causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rateg 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 20°2 in Bootle, 20°6 in 
Burnley, 20°7 in Liverpool, 21°2 in South Shields, 22:2 in Sunderland, 
24:1 in Wigan, 27°3 in St. Helens, and 29°1 in Preston; from meastes,

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. ‘ 

In all cases, however, correction, by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In. LONDON there were 2289 BIRTHS and 1331 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 67 and 
the deaths 99 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from ail 
causes, Which had been 14:4, 14:4, and 16°2 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended December 21st, December 28th, and January 4th, 
was 15:4 last week. ‘The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 15:1 per 1000, being 0:8 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever which had been 1, 3, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average. 'CThe deaths from measles, which had been 57, 
68,and 70 in the preceding three weeks, were 60 last week, and were 
16 above the corrected average ; 8 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Stepney, 6 each to Finsbury and to Shoreditch, 5 to Battersea, 4 each 
to Kensington and to Bethnal Green, and 3 each to Hammersmith, to 
Hampstead, and to Wandsworth. The deaths from scarlet Sever, 
which had been 3, 5, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, were 3 
last week, and were 3 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 14, 16, and 17 in the precading 
three weeks, further rose to 22 last week, the corrected average being 
21; 4 deaths belonged to Camberwell and 3 to Hammersmith. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 5, 9, and 11 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 5 last week, and were 12 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 
& years of age, which had been 26, 17, and 29 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 20 last week; 3 deaths belonged to Bethnal Green. 
The deaths from influenza numbered 13, having been 15, 18, and 15 
in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held, Of these 50 deaths, 9 were cases 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 39 were 
attributed to accident or negligence. Hight of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, three to burns or scalds, four 


to drowning, and six, of infants under one year of age, to suffoca- 
tion in bed.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* . 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 16°5 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,764 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended December 
28th, 1912, January 4th, and January llth, 1913, the rates in 
the 95 or 96 great towns had been 15:1, 15'7, and 15:4 respectively. 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates 
in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended 
last Saturday the births and the deaths from certain individual 
causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 

e- 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 23°4 in Edmonton, 23°6 in 
St. Helens, 23°8 in Carlisle and in Aberdare, 24:1 in Ipswich and in 
Wigan, 27°3 in Dudley, 27°5 in Rotherham, and 27°6 in West Hartle- 





* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated.

LONDON.” (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2101 BIRTHS and 1433 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 106 and 
the deaths 10 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 14°4, 16:2, and 15:3 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended December 28th; 1912, January 4th, and January 11th, 
1913, rose last week to16°5. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 15:6 per 1000, being 0-9 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever which had been 3, 3, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 68, 
70,and 60 in the preceding three weeks, further fell to 46 last week, 
the corrected average being 43 ; 8 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Wandsworth, 5 each to Stepney and to Poplar, 4 each to Hackney 
and to Lambeth, and 3 to Kensington. The deaths from scarlet — 
fever, which had been 5, 7, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 9 last week, the corrected average being 8. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 16, 17, and 22 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 16 last week, and were 7 below the corrected 
average ; 3 deaths belonged to Deptford. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 9, 11, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were 9 
last week, and were 5 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 17, 
29, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 31 last week; 4 
deaths belonged to Kensington, 4 to Bermondsey, and 3 each to 
Stepney and to Lambeth. The deaths from influenza numbered 14, 
having been 18, 15, and 13 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 48 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 48 deaths, 8 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 40 were attributed to accident 
or negligence. Eight of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, seven to burns or scalds, three to drowning, and nine, 
of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 40 cases of 
enteric tever, 8lu of measles, 1828 of scarlet fever, 25/ of 
whooping-cough, and 972 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were : | 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 9 cases, against 8, 8, and 7; of measles, 
133 cases, against 98, 145, and 118; of scarlet fever, 204 cases, against 191, 
170, and 202 ; of whooping-cough, 44 cases, against 11,19, and 22; and

In Greater London there were 3294 births and 2104 deaths. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 264 and 
71 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°43 inches, and that of the Thermometer 38°53 the latter being 
0°-3 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was Southerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 14 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 17°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°66 
of an inch.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS." 


{In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 17:0 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,764 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks. ended January 
4th, January llth, and January 18th, the rates had been 15:7, 15:4, 
and 16°5 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the severai 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 

er 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 23°0 in Preston, 23°6 in 
Grimsby, 240 in Oldham, 24°3 in Sunderland, 24°5 in South Shields, 
25:2 in Dewsbury, 26°0 in Bootle, and 26°7 in St. Helens; from

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents 
though including, as before, only those of. residents dying in. certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LonDON there were 2197 BIRTHS and 1543 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 7 below and 
the deaths 42 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 16°2, 15:3, and 16°5 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended January 4th, January llth, and January 18th, 
rose last week to 17°8. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 16°5 per 1000, being 0:2 per 1000 below the 
mean rate.in the corrésponding periods of the five years 1908-12. . 

The deaths from enteric fever which had been 3, 4, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 5 last week, and were 2 above the 
corrected average, ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 70, 
60, and 46 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 73! last week, and 
were 31 above the corrected average; 13 deaths belonged to the 
Borough: of Stepney, 9 to Poplar, 7 to Bethnal Green, 6 to Battersea, 
5 each to Islington and to Wandsworth, and 3 each to Fulham and 
to Camberwell. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7, 
3, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 3 last week, and 
were 5 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 17, 22, and 16, in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 30 last week, and were equal to the corrected average; 
5 deaths belonged to Greenwich and 3 each to Paddington, Kensington 
and Camberwell. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 11, 5, 
and 9 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 11 last week, but were 
3 below the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 29, 20, and 31 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 20 last week; 4 deaths belonged to 
Islington and 3 to Hammersmith. The deaths from influenza 
gece 24, having been 15, 13, and 14 in the preceding three. 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 6 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 43 were 
attributed to accident or negligence. Eight of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, four to burns or scalds, five to 


erowning, and three, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation 
in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


_ According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 40 cases of 
enteric fever, 794 of measles, 1784 of scarlet fever, 285 of 
whooping-cough, and 930 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 8, 7, and 9; of measles, 
133 cases, against 145,118, and 133; of scarlet fever, 215 cases, against 170, 
202, and 204; of whooping-cough, 40 cases, against 19, 22, and 44; and

In Greater London there were 3484 births and 2220 deaths’ 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 40 and 
12 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY, 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°52 inches, and that of the Thermometer 42°3 the latter being 
3°'5 above the week’s average in the 65 yearsended 1905, The general 
direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 17 per cent. above the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 2'2 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0:70 
of an inch.

(Furnished by the Metropolitan Water Board.) 


The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of December, 1912, with figures for the corresponding month 
of 1911. The supply during December, 1912, was in the ratio of 201 gallons to one service. 
The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more extensive than that of the 
Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area of supply being over 
537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are exclusive of supplies 
in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt Urban District Council, 
and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their control,

In the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 17:2 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated ¢ at 17,852,764 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended January 
11th, January 15th, and January 25th, the rates had been 15'4, 16:5, 
and 17:0 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; 1t also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 


certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 24:5. in South Shields, 25-0 
in Darlington, 25°6 in Barnsley, 25:9 in Wakefield and in Rotherham, 
26°8 in Aberdare, and 31°) in St. Helens; from meas/es, 2-9 in Booile, 


* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded, Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2124 BIRTHS and 1610 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 191 below and 
the deaths 26 above the average numbers iu the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 15°3, 16°5, and 17°8 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended January llth, January 18th, and January 25th, further 
rose last week to 186. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 17:1 per 1000, being 0-1 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever which had been 4, 3, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, the corrected average 
being 3. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 60, 46, and 73 
in the preceding three weeks, were 56 last week, and were 17 
above the corrected average; 7 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Wandsworth, 6 to Stepney, 5 to Bethnal Green, 4 each to Hackney, 
Finsbury, Shoreditch, and Southwark, and 3 each to Kensington, 
Hammersmith, Poplar, and Battersea. The deaths from scarlet fever 
which had been 3, 9, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were 2 
last week, and were 5 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from whooping cough, which had been 22, 16, and 30 in the pre ceding 
three weeks, were 20 last week, and were 19 below the corrected 
average; 4 deaths belonged to Camberwell and 3 to Deptford. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 5, 9, and 11 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 6 last week, and were 12 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years 
of age, which had been 20, 31, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 18 last week ; 3 deaths belonged to Islington and 3 to Shoreditch. 
The deaths from influenza numbered 22, having been 13, 14, and 
24 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 46 deaths, 10 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 36 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Four of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, three to burns or scalds, two to drowning, and eleven, 
including ten of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.{ 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 40 cases of 
enteric fever, 789 of measles, 1738 of scarlet fever, 292 of 


whooping-cough, and 931 of diphtheria under treatment in these - 


hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 7, 9, and 8; of measles, 
165 cases, against 118, 133, and 133; of scarlet fever, 209 cases, against202, 
204, and 215 ; of whooping-cough, 23 cases, against 22, 44, and 40; and

Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 421 and 
34 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years. 2

‘The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°67 inches, and that of the Thermometer 39°6, the latter being 
equal to the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was Southerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 27 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.” 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of. England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 17:2 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,764 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended January 
18th, January 25th, and February Ist, the rates had been 16°5, 17-0, 
and 17:3 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from aii causes, 22:0 in Burnley, 22°3 in 
Dewsbury, 22°6 in Sunderland, 23°0 in Preston, 24:0 in Barrow in 
Furness, 24°77 in Wigan, 24°9 in Wakefield, 26:0 in South Shields, 





* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now:somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual’ death rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction,

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26°4 in Bury, 30°9 in St. Helens, and 41:9 in Stockton on Tees ; from 
enteric fever, 13 in Preston; from measles, 2°3 in Edmonton and in 
Sheffield, 2°4 in West Hartlepool, 2°8 in South Shields, 3:4 in Wigan, 
3°8 in West Bromwich, 4:0 in Stockton on Tees, 4°2 in Acton, 5:2 in 
St. Helens, and 5:7 in Eastbourne ; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in 
Rhondda; and from diphtheria, 14 in Coventry. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In Lonpon there were 2310 BIRTHS and 1499 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 82 and 
the deaths 123 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 16°5, 17:8, and 18°6 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended January 18th, January 25th, and February Ist, 
was 17°3 last week. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 17°6 per 1000, being 0:1 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever which had been 3, 5, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, the corrected average 
being 2. The deaths from measles, which had been 46, 73, and 56 
in the preceding three weeks, were 54 last week, and were 12 
above the corrected average; 11 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Hackney, 5 each to Paddington, Hammersmith, and Wandsworth, 4 to 
Kensington, and 3 each Shoreditch and to Battersea. The deaths 
from scarlet fever which had been 9, 3, and 2 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 7 last week, and were equal to the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping cough, which had been 16, 30, 
and 20 in the preceding three weeks, were 27 last week, and were 
9 below the corrected average; 5 deaths belonged to Hammersmith 
and 3 to Paddington. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
9, 11, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, were 8 last week, and were 
5 below the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 31, 20, and 18 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 27 last week; 4 deaths belonged to 
Islington, 3 to Hammersmith, and 3 to Stepney. The deaths from 
influenza numbered 24, having been 14, 24, and 22 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 46 deaths, 4 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 42 were attributed to accident or 
negligence, Three of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, four to burns or scalds, one to drowning, and nine, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 39 cases of 
enteric fever, 804 of measles, 1735 of scarlet fever, 307 of 
whooping-cough, and 962 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 9, 8, and 4; of measles, 
169 cases, against 133, 133, and 165; of scarlet fever, 209 cases, against 204, 
215, and 209 ; of whooping-cough, 28 cases, against 44, 40, and 23; and

and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative 
County of London shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease 
that were notified in the County daring the week ended 
February Ist, 1913. 


GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “ Outer Ring,” 7.¢., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District), 


In Greater London there were 3671 births and 2280 deaths. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 148 and 
123 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°87 inches, and that of the Thermometer 467, the latter being 
72 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was West-South-Westerly, the hori- 
zontal movement of the air being 59 per cent. above the week’s 
average in the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 9°3 hours; the measured rainfall 
amounted to 0°26 of an inch.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns.” 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 17-2 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,764 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended January 
25th, February Ist, and February 8th, the rates had been 17:0, 17:3, 
and 17°2 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the severai 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 23:1 in South Shields, 23°8 
in Bury and in Carlisle, 24:3 in Merthyr Tydfil, 24:9 in West 
Bromwich, 25:0 in Swindon, 28:2 in Wigan, 29:4 in St. Helens, 








* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction.

LONDON.* (Fhe Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2216 BIRTHS and 1570 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 164 and 
the deaths 28 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 17°8, 18°6, and 17°3 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended January 25th, February Ist, and February 8th, 
was 18:1 last week. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 18:0 per 1000, being 0:2 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

One death from enteric fever was registered last week, as compared 
with 5, 4, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, and a corrected 
average of 3. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 73, 56, and 
4 in the preceding three weeks, were 63 last week, and were 12 
above the corrected average ; 8 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Hammersmith, 7 to Wandsworth, 6 to Battersea, 5 each to Islington 
and to Bethnal Green, and 4 each to Shoreditch, to Bermondsey, and 
to Lambeth. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 2, 
and 7 in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, and were 
4 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping cough, 
which had been 30, 20, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, were 
25) last week, and were 9 below the corrected average; 4 deaths 
belonged to Kensington and 3 each to Hammersmith and to Deptford. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 11, 6, and 8 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 7 last week, and were 5 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 
2 years of age, which had been 20, 18, and 27 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell to 18 last week; 3 deaths belonged to Stepney. The 
deaths from imfiuenza numbered 24, having been 24, 22, and 24 in 
the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 54 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 54 deaths, 8 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 46 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Hight of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, four to burns or scalds, four to drowning, and seven, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 40 cases of 
enteric fever, 852 of measles, 1701 of scarlet fever, 320 of 
whooping-cough, and 931 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 8, 4, and 7; of measles, 
181 cases, against 133, 165,and 169; of scarlet fever, 196 cases, against 215, 


209, and 209 ; of whooping-cough, 35 cases, against 40, 23, and 28; and

of diphtheria, 109 cases, against 103, 128,and 126. Table 9, compiled 
and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative 
County of London shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease 
that were notified in the County during the week ended 
February 8th, 1913. 


GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “ Outer Ring,” t.e., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District), 


In Greater London there were 3489 births and 2270 deaths. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 333 and 
127 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
30°29 inches, and that of the Thermometer 40°6, the latter being 
1°53 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 53 per cent. below the week’s 
average in the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 5°7 hours; the measured rainfall 
amounted to 0°19 of an inch.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns.* 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 17:3 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,764 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended February 
Ist, February 8th, and February 15th, the rates had been 17:3, 17-2, 
and 17:2 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 22:8 in Carlisle, 22:9 in 
Sunderland, 23:2 in Newport (Mon.), 23:5 in Wolverhampton, 
23°8 in Bootle, 25:7 in West Bromwich, 23-2 in Wigan, and 29-4 in 








— 


* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction. :

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2204 BIRTHS and 1574 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 19 and 
the deaths 48 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 18-6, 17:3, and 18+1 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended February Ist, February 8th, and February 15th, 
was 18:2 last week. Te death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 18:1 per 1000, being 0:2 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever which had been 4, 4, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 06, 54, 
and 63 in the preceding three weeks, further rose to 69 last week, 
and were 14 above the corrected average; 12 deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Wandsworth, 10 to Kensington, 7 to Battersea, 5 each to 
St. Pancras and to Islington, 4 to Southwark, and 3 each to Finsbury, to 
Bermondsey, and to Lambeth. The deaths from scarlet Sever, which 
had been 2, 7, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were 6 last week, 
and. were equal to the corrected average. The deaths from whosrping- 
cough, which had been 20, 27, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 22 last week, and were 9 below the corrected average; 3 deaths 
belonged to'St. Pancras and 3 to Southwark. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 6, 8, and 7 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 14 last week, and were 3 above the corrected average : 
3 deaths belonged to Lambeth. The deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 18, 27, and 18 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 26 last week; 3 deaths belonged to 
Westminster. The deaths from influenza numbered 36, having been 
22, 24, and 24 in the preceding three weeks. | 

Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 42 deaths, 6 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 35 were 
attributed to accident or negligence. Five of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, two to burns or scalds, two to 
drowning, and ten, of infants under one year of age, to suffoca- 
tion in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 40 cases of 
enteric fever, 847 of measles, 1667 of scarlet fever, 312 of 
whooping-cough, and 940 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 3 cases, against 4, 7, and 7; of measles, 
174 cases, against 165, 169,and 181; of scarlet fever, 180 cases, against 209,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


{In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TowNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 18-0 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,764 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended February 
8th, February 15th, and February 22nd, the rates had been 17:2, 17 “oe 
and 17°3 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rateg 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 23°3 in Stoke on Trent, 
23°6 in Wigan,, 24°6 in Barnsley, 24°8 in Blackpool, 27-6 in West 
Hartlepool, 30°9 in Stockton on Tees, 32°0 in Swindon, 32°5 in 








* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the-Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, a8 complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out.

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St. Helens, and 33:2 in West Bromwich; from measles, 1:7 in 
Birmingham, 2°0 in Sheffield, 2:2 in Bath and in Bootle, 2°9 in East- 
bourne, 4°6 in Plymouth and in Wigan, 9:1 in West Bromwich, and 
105 in St. Helens; from whooping-cough, 2:4 in Rotherham ; and 
from diphtheria, 1:0 in Rhondda, 1:2 in Merthyr Tydfil, 1°6 in West 
Hartlepool, and 2:4 in Barrow in Furness. No death from small-poxr 
was registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
; City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2302 BIRTHS and 1633 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 54 and 
the deaths 146 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, Which had been 17°3, 18:1, and 18-2 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended February 8th, February 15th, and February 22nd, 
further rose last week to 18°8. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 18:1 per 1000, being 0:1 per 1000 
above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 
1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever which had been 4, 1, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 54, 63, 
and 69 in the preceding three weeks, were again 69 last week, and 
were 10 above the corrected average; 7 deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Islington, 6 to Kensington, 5 each to Hammersmith, and 
to St. Pancras,-and 4 each to Fulham, Hackney, Lambeth, Battersea, 
and Wandsworth. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7, 
3, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, the corrected 
average being 5; 3 deaths belonged to Lambeth. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 27, 25, and 22 in the preseding three 
weeks, rose to 28 last week, but were 8 below the corrected average ; 
) deaths belonged to Kensington, and 3 each to Camberwell and 
Deptford. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 8,7, and 14 
in the preceding three weeks, were 8 last week, and were 6 below the 
corrected average: 3 deaths belonged to Camberwell. The deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 
27, 18, and 26 in the preceding three weeks, were 23 last week; 3 
deaths belonged to Islington. The deaths from influenza numbered 
20, having been 24, 24, and 36 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 47 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 47 deaths, 11 were cases 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 34 were 
aitributed to accident or negligence. Three of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, six to burns or scalds, three to 
drowning, and two, of infants under one year of age, to suffoca- 
tion in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 44 cases of 
enteric fever, 881 of measles, 1659 of scarlet fever, 316 of 
whooping-cough, and 919 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 7, 7, and 3; of measles, 


162 cases, against 169, 181,and 174; of scarlet fever, 183 cases, against 209,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.” 


{In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 17:4 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,764 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended February 
15th, February 22nd, and March Ist, the rates had been 17:2, 17:3, 
and 18:0 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
‘certain individual causes. . 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 22‘0 in Swindon, 22:7 in 
Rotherham, 22°9 in Bury, 23°6 in St. Helens, 24:1 in Ipswich, 25:6 in 
Preston, 27:0 in Wigan, 28°3 in Dudley, 28:7 in West Bromwich, and 











* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London.and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of resideuts occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction. 

The provisional estimates of population are based on the results of the Censuses 


of 1901 and 1911.

In LONDON there were 2111 BIRTHS and 1584 DEATHS, 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 272 below and 
the deaths 103 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, Which had been 18:1, 18:2, and 18°8 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended February 15th, February 22nd, and March Ist, was 
18:3 last week. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 18:4 per 1000, being 0°8 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

One death from enteric fever was registered last week, as compared 
with 1, 2,and 2 in the preceding three weeks, and a corrected average 
of 2. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 63, 69 and 69 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 67 last week, the corrected average 
being 68; 10 deaths belonged to the Borough of Battersea, 8 to 
Lambeth, 6 to Southwark, 5 each to Bermondsey and to Camber- - 
well, 4 to Islington, and 3 each to St. Marylebone, Bethnal Green, and 
Poplar. No death from scarlet Sever was registered last week, the 
numbers in the preceding three weeks having been 3, 6, and 4 
and thé corrected average 7. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 25, 22, and 28 in the preceding three weeks, were 25 
last week, and were 5 below the corrected average; 4 deaths 
belonged to Lambeth and 3 each to Hammersmith and to Fulham. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 7, 14, and 8 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 9 last week, and were 4 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 
years of age, which had been 18, 26, and 23 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 25 last week; 5 deaths belonged to Shoreditch, 4 to 
Camberwell, and 3. to Stepney. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 40, having been 24, 36, and 25 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths, concerning all but 
one of which inquests were-held. Of these 56 deaths, 2 were cases 
of suicide, and 4 of homicide, while the remaining 50 were 
attributed to accident or negligence. ‘Nine of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, two to a conflagration, nine to 
other burns or scalds, six to drowning, and seven, of infants under 
one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and. from the London Fever Hospital there were 45 cases of 
enteric fever, 896 of measles, 1617 of scarlet fever, 303 of 
whooping-cough, and 930 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 7, 3, and 8; of measles, 
178 cases, against 181,174,and 162; of scarlet fever, 160 cases, against 196, 
180, and 183; of whooping-cough, 20 cases, against 39, 21, and 24; and

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°89 inches, and that of the Thermometer 46°7, the latter being 
5°°9 above the week’s average in the 65) years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was West-South-Westerly, the hori- 
zontal movement of the air being 53 per cent. above the week’s 
average in the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 27°2 honrs; the measured rainfall 
amounted to 0°24 of an inch.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.” 


{n the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 17-0 per 1000 of 
‘their aggregate population, which is estimated { at 17,852,764 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended February 
22nd, March Ist, and March 8th, the rates had been 17-3, 18-0, 
and 17:4 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 22°4 in Tynemouth, 23-0 in 
Bolton, 231 in Bath, 23:4 in West Bromwich, 23°9 in Stockton on 
Tees, 24:4 in Plymouth, 24'8 in Stoke on Trent, 25:1 in Walsall, and

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. ; 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion cf deaths of residents occurring 
jutside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2172 BIRTHS and 1526 D&arhs, 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 191 below and 
the deaths 58 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks ot the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 18:2, 18:8, and 18°3 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended February 22nd, March Ist, and March 8th, further 
fell last week to 17°6. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 18:2 per 1000, being 1:0 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

No death from enteric fever was registered last week, the numbers 
in the three preceding weeks having been 2, 2, and 1, and the 
corrected average 3. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 69, 
69, and 67 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 77 last week, but 
were 4 below the corrected average; 11 deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Battersea, 6 each to Islington, Bermondsey, Lambeth, 
and Wandsworth, 5 each to Hackney, Stepney, and Southwark, and 
4 to Camberwell. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 6, 
4, and 0 in the preceding three weeks were 3 last week, and were 
4 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 22, 28, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, were 24 
last week, and were 9 below the corrected average; 3 deaths 
belonged to Hammersmith and 3 each to Bethnal Green, Bermondsey, 
and Deptford. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 14, 8, 
- and 9 in the preceding three weeks, fell to.5 last week, and were 
8 below the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 26, 23, and 25 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 18 last week; 4 deaths belonged to 
Shoreditch and 3 to Wandsworth. The deaths from infiwenza 
numbered 53, having been 36, 25, and 40 in the preceding three 
weeks. . 

Different forms of violence caused 49 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 49 deaths, 12 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 36 were 
attributed to accident or negligence. Twelve of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, four to burns or scalds, four to 
drowning, and two, of infants under one year of age, to suffoca- 
tion in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 46 cases of 
enteric fever, 944 of measles, 1556 of scarlet fever, 302 of 
whooping-cough, and 912 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 3, 8, and 8; of measles, 
166 cases, against 174, 162,and 178; of scarlet fever, 164 cases, against 180, 
183, and 160; of whooping-cough, 20 cases, against 21, 24, and 20; and

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.” 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 16°5 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated ¢ at 17,852,764 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended March 
Ist, March 8th, and March loth, the rates had been 18-0, 17-4, 
and 17:0 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 22°6 in Hastings, 23.2 in 
Barrow in Furness and in Tynemouth, 23°6 in Wigan, 23°8 in Stoke 
on Trent, 24:2 in West Bromwich and in Dewsbury, 24:4 in 











* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great wwus have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out.

diphtheria, 2'4 in Barrow in Furness. No death from small-poxr 
was registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In Lonpon there were 1968 BIRTHS and 1490 DHATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 324 below and 
the deaths 57 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 18:8, 18:3, and 17°6 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended March Ist, March 8th, and March 15th, further fell 
last week to 17:2. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 18-0 per 1000, being 1:1 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

No death from enteric fever was registered, the numbers in the 
three preceding weeks having been 2,1, and 0, and the corrected 
average 3. The deaths from measles, which had been 69, 67, and 
77 in the preceding three weeks, were 69 last week, and were 9 
below the corrected average ; 7 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Southwark, 7 to Wandsworth, 6 each to Islington and to Bermondsey, 
» each to Lambeth and Battersea, 4 each to Kensington and Bethnal 
Green, and 3 each to Fulham and Stepney. The deaths from scarlet 
Jever, which had been 4, 0, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were 
4 last week, and were 3 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 28, 25, and 24 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 23 last week, and were 16 below the 
corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to Camberwell and 3 to 
Poplar. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 8, 9, and 5 
in the preceding three weeks, were 8 last week, and were 4 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 23, 25, and 18 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 25 last week; 4 deaths belonged to Stepney 
and 4 to Lambeth. The deaths from influenza, numbered 65, 
having been 25, 40, and 53 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 42 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 37 were attributed to accilent 
or negligence. Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, five to burns or scalds, two to drowning, and five, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 43 cases of 
enteric fever, 930 of measles, 1514 of scarlet fever, 284 of 
whooping-cough, and 905 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 8, 8, and 10; of measles, 
125 cases, against 162,178, and 166; of scarlet fever, 156 cases, against 183, 
160, and 164; of whooping-cough, 16 cases, against 24, 20, and 20; and

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Walos, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 16°9 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended March 
Sth, March 15th, and March 22nd, the rates had been 17-4, 17-0, 
and 16°5 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 


certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 21:°2 in Plymouth, in 
Dudley, in Preston, and in Sunderland, 21°3 in Walsall, 22:3 in 
Dewsbury, 22°6 in West Bromwich, 23:1 in Stoke on Trent, 23:9 in 


* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
sutside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction. 

The provisional estimates of population are based on the results of the Censuses 


of 1961 and 1911. 
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Wakefield, 24:5 in Wolverhampton, and 24:6 in Bootle ; from 
measles, 2°6 in Bolton, 2°7 in Wimbledon, 2'5 in Smethwick, 3°0 in 
Edmonton and in Stockton on Tees, 3°1 in St. Helens, 3°5 in Bury, 
and 4:1 in Gloucester, No death from small-pox was registered in 
any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2277 BIRTHS and 1510 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 62 below and 
the deaths 91 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from ail 
causes, Which had been 18:3, 17°6, and 17:2 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended March 8th, March 15th, and March 22nd, was 
17-4 last week. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 17:6 per 1000, being 0°9 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1903-12. 

No death from enteric fever was registered, last week, the numbers 
in the three preceding weeks having been 1, 0 and 0, and the corrected 
average 2, ‘Che deaths from measles, which had been 67, 77, and 
69 inthe preceding three weeks, were 71 last week, and were 4 
above the corrected average; 7 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Battersea, 7 to Lambeth, 6 to Southwark, 5 each to St. Marylebone, to 
Islington, and to Camberwell, 4 each to Stepney and to Wandsworth, 
and 3 each to St. Pancras, to Hackney, and to Bermondsey. One death 
from scarlet fever was registered last week, as compared with 0, 3, 
and 4 in the preceding three weeks, and a corrected average of 6. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 25, 24, and 23 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 22 last week, and were 21 below the 
corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to Islington. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 9, 5, and 8 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 12 last week, the corrected average being 11. The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, whigh had 
been 25, 18, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, were 18 last week ; 
) deaths belonged to Islington and 3 to Hackney. The deaths from 
influenza, numbered 46, having been 40, 53, and 65 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 57 deaths, 11 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 45 were 
aitributed to accident or negligence. Seven of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, six to drowning, and eleven, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 42 cases of 
enteric fever, 880 of measles, 1455 of scarlet fever, 290 of 
whooping-cough, and 908 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 8, 10, and 4; of measles, 
137 cases, against 178,166, and 125; of scarlet fever, 168 cases, against 160, 
164, and 156; of whooping-cough, 33 cases, against 20, 20, and 16; and

METEOROLOGY, 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°59 inches, and that of the Thermometer 43°-4, the latter being 
0°-4 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was Variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 17 per cent. below the week's average in the 40 
years ended 1906, The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 13°3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°49

In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 15°6 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended March 
15th, March 22nd, and March 29th, the rates had been 17:0, 16:5, 
and 16:9 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 20°'l in Bath and in 
Bradford, 20°5 in Merthyr Tydfil, 20°6 in York, 20°7 in Bolton, 
20-8 in Preston, 20°9 in Stoke on Trent, 21:2 in Plymouth, 22°2 in 











* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 7 


In LONDON there were 2291 BIRTHS and 1416 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 66 and 
the deaths 64 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 17:6, 17:2, and 17:4 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended March 15th, March 22nd, and March 29th, fell 
last week to 16°3. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 17:1 per 1000, being 0:7 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 0, 0, and 0 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, the corrected average being 3. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 77, 69, and 71 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 65 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average; 7 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 
7 to Battersea, 6 to Lambeth, 6 to Wandsworth, 4 each to Stepney 
and to Southwark, and 3 each to St. Marylebone, St. Pancras, 
Poplar, Bermondsey, and Camberwell. The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 3, 4, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
to 5 last week, and were equal to the corrected average. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 24, 23, and 22 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 16 last week, and were 22 below the corrected 
average ; 4 deaths belonged to Deptford and 3 to Hammersmith. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 5, 8, and 12 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 6 last week, and were 5 below the 
corrected average: 3 deaths belonged to Lambeth.’ The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 18, 25, 
and 18 in the preceding three weeks, were 17 last week. The deaths 
from influenza numbered 45, having been 53, 65, and 47 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 57 deaths, 11 were cases 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 44 were 
attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, seven to burns or scalds, and 
eleven, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 39 cases of 
enteric fever, 854 of measles, 1410 of scarlet fever, 282 of 
whooping-cough, and 900 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 10, 4, and 4; of measles, 
123 cases, against 166,125, and 137; of scarlet fever, 167 cases, against 164, 
156, and 168; of whooping-cough, 20 cases, against 20, 16, and 33 ; and

Table 9, compiled 
and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” 7.e., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


In Greater London there were 3677 births and 2077 deaths. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 71 and 
386 above the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29-73 inches, and that of the Thermometer 45°5, the latter being 
equal to the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was Variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 20 per cent. above the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in

In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 15:2 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended March 
99nd, March 29th, and April 5th, the rates had been 16:5, 16:9, 
and 15°6 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 

er 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 21°3 in Dewsbury, 21°7 in 
Barnsley, 21°8 in Aberdare, 22°5 in Warrington, 22:7 in Gloucéster 
and in Stoke on Trent, 24:3 in Halifax, 26°7 in St, Helens, and 27-9 








* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2035 BIRTHS and 1287 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 247 and 
the deaths 50 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 17:2, 17:4, and 16°3 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended March 22nd, March 29th, and April 5th, further fell 
last week to 14:9. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 16°5 per 1000, being 0°5 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

One death from enteric fever was registered last week, as compared 
with 0, 0, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, and a corrected average 
of 3. The deaths from measles, which had been 69, 71, and 65 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 74 last week, and were 6 above 
the corrected average; 8 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 
7 to Wandsworth, 6 to Southwark, 5 each to Fulham and to Lambeth, 
and 4 each to Stepney, to Camberwell, and to Deptford. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 1, and 5 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 4 last week, the corrected average being 6. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 23, 22, and 16 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 15 last week, and were 23 below the corrected 
average ; 9 deaths belonged to Bermondsey. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 8, 12, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 11 last week, the corrected average being 12; 3 deaths belonged 
to Lewisham, The deaths from diarrhwa and enteritis under 2 
years of age, which had been 25, 18, and 17 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 16 last week ; 3 deaths belonged to Wandsworth. The 
deaths from influenza numbered 45, having been 65, 47, and 45 
in the preceding three weeks. ae? 

Different forms of violence caused 52 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 52 deaths, 12 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 40 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Four of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, four to burns or scalds, four to drowning, and seven, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 38 cases of 
enteric fever, 811 of measles, 1357 of scarlet fever, 264 of 
whooping-cough, and 872 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 4, 4, and 4; of measles, 
122 cases, against 125, 137,and 123; of scarlet fever, 148 cases, against 156, 
168, and 167; of whooping-congh, 14 cases, against 16, 33,and 20; and

In the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 15°8 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended March 
99th, April 5th, and April 12th, the rates had been 16-9, 15°6, 
and 15*2 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 

er 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 21°5 in St. Helens, 21°6 in 
Preston, 21-7 in Hastings, 21°8 in Stoke on Trent and in Carlisle, 
91:9 in Stockton on Tees, 22°3 in Dewsbury, and 24:0 in Wolver- 











* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 

- excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. . 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion cf deaths of residents occurring 
sutside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2235 BIRTHS and 1424 pgEatras. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 48 below and 
the deaths 118 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 17:4, 16°3, and 14:9 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended March 29th, April 5th, and April 12th, rose 
last week to 16:4. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 16°3 per 1000, being 0:7 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

One death from enteric fever was registered last week, as compared 
with 0, 1, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, and a corrected average 
of 1. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 71, 65, and 74 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 64 last week, but were 15 above 
the corrected average; 11 deaths belonged to the Borough of South- 
wark, and 6 each to Kensington, to Islington, to Lambeth, and to 
Camberwell. The deaths from scarlet Sever, which had been 1, 5, and 
4 in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, and were 4 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 22, 16, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 26 last 
week, but were 15 below the corrected average. ‘The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 12, 6, and 11 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 11 last week, and were equal to the corrected average. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, 
which had been 18, 17, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, were 


18 last week. The deaths from influenza numbered 28, having 


been 47, 45, and 45 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 42 deaths, 3 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 39 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Five of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, three to burns or scalds, two to drowning, and seven, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 38 cases of 
enteric fever, 754 of measles, 1334 of scarlet fever, 260 of 
whooping-cough, and 851 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 4, 4, and 5; of measles, 
93 cases, against 137, 123, and 122; of scarlet fever, 215 cases, against 168, 
167, and 148; of whooping-cough, 19 cases, against 33, 20, and 14; and

Table 9, compiled 
and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative 
County of London shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease 
that were notified in the County daring the week ended 
April 12th, 1913. 


GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” é.e., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District), 


In Greater London there were 3602 births and 2083 deaths. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 110 below 
and 126 above the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29-58 inches, and that of the Thermometer 44°4, the latter being 
2°°8 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 41 per cent. above the week’s average 
in the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 26°3 hours; the measured rainfall 
amounted to 0°50 of an inch. :

In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14°8 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended April 
5th, April 12th, and April 19th, ‘the rates had been 15-6, 15:2, 
and 15'8 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 

er 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 19°1 in Eastbourne, 19-2 in 
Halifax, 19°3 in Oxford and in South Shields, 19-4 in Dewsbury, 
19-5 in Bootle, 20°3 in Middlesbrough, 21°9 in West Bromwich and 











* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
jutside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction,

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) . 


In LONDON there were 2204 BIRTHS and 1285 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 111 below and 
the deaths 43 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 16°3, 14:9, and 16:4 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended April 5th, April 12th, and April 19th, further fell 
last week to 14°8. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
_ Saturday averaged 15°6 per 1000, being 0°5 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

One death from enteric fever was registered last week, as compared 
with 1 in each of the preceding three weeks, and a corrected average 
of 2. The deaths from measles, which had been 65, 74, and 64 in 
the preceding three weeks, further fell to 46 last week, and were 5 
below the corrected average; 6 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Fulham, 6 to Wandsworth, 5 to Southwark, 4 to Kensington, 4 to 
Lewisham, and 3 each to Islington and to Deptford. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 5, 4, and 3 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 4 last week, and were equal to the corrected average. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 16, 15, and 26 in 
the preceding three weeks, were again 26 last week, and were 11 
below the corrected average ; 5 deaths belonged to Bermondsey and 
3 each to Poplar, Southwark, and Greenwich. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 6, 11, and 11 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell to 4 last week, and were 4 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, 
which had been 17, 16, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
to 23 last week; 4 deaths belonged to Lambeth and 3 to Wands- 
worth. The deaths from influenza numbered 32, having been 45, 
45, and 28 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 53 deaths, 7 were cases 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 44 were 
attributed to accident or negligence. Hight of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, five to burns or scalds, five 
to drowning, and seven, of infants ‘under one year of age, to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 36 cases of 
enteric fever, 695 of measles, 1339 of scarlet fever, 293 of 
whooping-cough, and 824 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 2 cases, against 4, 5, and 7; of measles, 
831 cases, against 123,122, and 93 ; of scarlet fever, 185 cages, against 167, 
148, and 215; of whooping-cough, 49 cases, against 20, 14, and 19; and

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “ Outer Ring,” 7.¢., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


In Greater London there were 3547 births and 1893 deaths, 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 166 below 
and 10 above the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°63 inches, and that of the Thermometer 50°'6, the latter being

direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 3 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906.

The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of March, 1913. The supply was in the ratio of 196 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt

{n the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14:2 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended April 
12th, April 19th, and April 26th, the rates had been 15:2, 15:8, 
and 14°8 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also showa 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. ' 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 20°1 in Great Yarmouth 
and in Walsall, 20°3 in Middlesbrough, 20°7 in Halifax, 20:8 in

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded, Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2098 BIRTHS and 1230 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 248 and 
the deaths 1 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 14°9, 164, and 14°8 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended April 12th, April 19th, and April 26th, further fell 
last week to 14°2. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 15:1 per 1000, being 0°3 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 1, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, the corrected average being 
1, The deaths from measles, which had been 74, 64, and 46 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell to 44 last week, and were 4 
below the corrected average; 9 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Kensington, 5 to Lambeth, and 3 each to Southwark, Battersea, 
Deptford, and Lewisham. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 4, 3, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, and 
were 4 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 15, 26, and 26 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 2/7 last week, and were 11 below the corrected average; 3 
deaths belonged to Hammersmith and 3 to Battersea. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 11, 11, and 4 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again to 1] last week, and were 3 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years 
of age, which had been 16, 18, and 23 in the preceding three weeks, — 
were 24 last week; 4 deaths belonged to Islington, 4 to Lambeth 
and 3 to Battersea. The deaths from influenza numbered 17, having 
been 45, 28 and 32 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 58 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 58 deaths, 8 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 49 were 
attributed to accident or negligence. Nine of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, two to burns or scalds, six 
to drowning, and ten, of infants under one year of age, to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 34 cases of 
enteric fever, 1 of small-pox, 681 of measles, 1375 of scarlet 
fever, 284 of whooping-cough, and 797 of diphtheria under treat- 
ment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions 
during the week, as compared with those in the preceding three 
weeks, were as follows:—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 5, 7, 
and 2; of small-pox 1 case against 0, 0, 0; of measles, 118 cases, 
against 122, 93, and 81; of scarlet fever, 216 cases, against 148, 215, 
and 185; of whooping-cough, 29 cases, against 14, 19, and 49; and

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwicl was 
29-62 inches, and that of the Thermometer 52°00, the latter being 
2°°8 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended. 1905, The. 
general direction of the wind was South-South-Westerly, the hori- 
zontal movement of the air being almost equal to the week’s 
average in the 40 years ended 1906.

In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13-9 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended April 
19th, April 26th, and May 3rd, the rates had been 15°8, 14:8, 
and 14°2 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from a/i causes, 18:1 in Oldham and in

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2167 BIRTHS and 1176 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 170 and 
the deaths 14 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, Which had been 16°4, 14°8, and 14:2 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended April 19th, April 26th, and May 3rd, further fell 
last week to 13°6. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 14:8 per 1000, being 0°5 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 1, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 3 last week, the corrected average 
being 2. The deaths from measles, which had been 64, 46, and 44 
in the preceding three weeks, further fell to 37 last week, and were 
8 below the corrected average; 6 deaths belonged to the Borough 
of Bermondsey, 5 to Lambeth, 4 each to Wandsworth and to 
Greenwich, and 3 to Hackney. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 3, 4, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were again 
3 last week, and were 3 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 26, 26, and 27 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 21 last week, and were 8 below the corrected 
average ; 3 deaths belonged to Southwark and 3 to Lambeth. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 11, 4, and 11 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 3 last week, and were 6 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 
2 years, of age, which had been 18, 23, and 24 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 27 last week; 4 deaths belonged to Fulham, and 
3 each to Islington and to Finsbury. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 20, having been 28, 32, and 17 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 68 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these. 68 deaths; 16 were cases 
of suicide, and 3 of homicide, while the remaining 49 were 
attributed to accident or negligence. Fourteen of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, three to burns or scalds, seven 
to drowning, and five, of infants under one year of age, to 
suffocation in bed. ; 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 34 cases of 
enteric fever, 1 of small-pox, 629 of measles, 1403 of scarlet 
fever, 289 of whooping-cough, and 788 of diphtheria under treat- 
ment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions 
during the week, as compared with those in the preceding three 
weeks, were as follows:—Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 7, 2, and 
4; of measles, 81 cases, against 93, 81, and 118; of scarlet fever, 206 
cases, against 215, 185, and 216; of whooping-cough, 29 cases, 
against 19, 49, and 29; and of diphtheria, 101 cases, against 87, 96,

In the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Walos, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 12°8 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f ai 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended April 
26th, May 3rd, and May 10th, the rates had been 14:8, 14-2, 
and 13-9 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LonpoN there were 2013 BIRTHS and 1038 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 114 and 
the deaths 46 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate fron all 
causes, which had been 14'8, 14:2, and 13°6 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended April 26th, May 3rd, and May 10th, further fell 
last week to 12°0. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 

aturday averaged 13°7 per 1000, being equal to the mean rate in 
the corresponding Brion of the five years 1908-12. 

No death from enteric fever was registered last week, the numbers 
in the preceding three weeks, having been 1, 3, and 3, and the 
corrected average 2. The deaths from measles, which had been 46, 
44, and 37 in the preceding three weeks, were 39 last week, and were 
equal to the corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Islington, 4 each to Poplar, Southwark, and Bermondsey, and 3 each 
to Lambeth and-to Deptford. One death from scarlet Jever was 
registered last week, as compared with 4, 3, and 3 in the preceding 
three weeks, and a corrected average of 5. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 26, 27, and 21 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 19 last week, and were 16 below the corrected average ; 
& deaths belonged to Islington. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 4, 11, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last 
week, the corrected average being 9. The deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 23, 24, and 27 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 23 last week ; 4 deaths belonged to 
Lambeth. The deaths from tnfiuenza numbered 21, having been 
02, 17, and 20 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 44 deaths, 9 were cazes 
of suicide, while the remaining 35 were attributed to accident 
or negligence. Seven of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, four to burns or scalds, four to drowning, and eight, 
of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. ; 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 
According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 


and from the London Fever Hospital there were 34 cases of 
enteric fever, 1 of small-pox, 598 of measles, 1411 of scarlet 
fever, 300 of whooping-cough, and 789 of diphtheria under treat- 
ment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions 
during the week, as compared with those in the preceding three 
weeks, were as follows:—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 2, 4, and 
7; of measles, 87 cases, against 81, 118, and 81; of scarlet fever, 171 
cases, against 185, 216, and 206; of whooping-cough, 29 cases, 
against 49, 29, and 29: and of diphtheria, 90 cases, against 96, 87,

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°80 inches, and that of the Thermometer 53%7, the latter being 
1"2 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 16 per cent. above the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the 
week was 48°6 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0-05 of 
an inch.

In LONDON there were 2329 BIRTHS and 1157 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 35 below and 
the deaths 67 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 14°2, 13°6, and 12:0 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended May 3rd, May 10th, and May 17th, was 13:4 last 
last week. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 13°5 per 1000, being equal to the mean rate in the 
corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. . 

One death from enteric fever was registered last week, as compared 
with 3, 3, and 0 in the preceding three weeks, and a corrected 
average of 2. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 44, 37, 
and 39 in the preceding three weeks, were 42 last week, and were 3 
below the corrected average; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Southwark, 5 to Bermondsey, and 4 each to Kensington, to Islington, 
and to Deptford. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
3, 3, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 4,last week, 
the corrected average being 5. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 27, 21, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, were 22 
last week, and were 7 below the corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged 
toIslington, 3 to Hammersmith, and 3 to St. Pancras.

{ The notification of Ophthalmia Neonatorum and Poliomyelitis was made compulsory in the 
Administrative County of London on the 13th March and 1st September, 1911, respectively. 
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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.” 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TowNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13°5 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended May 
10th, May 17th, and May 24th, the rates had been 13:9, 12°8, 
and 13°4 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from adi causes, 18:8 in Carlisle, 19-2 in 
Sunderland, 20°9 in Stockton on Tees, 21°9 in Oldham, 22:2 in Stoke 
on Trent, 24°5 in Walsall, and 24°7 in Wigan; from measles, 1:6 in 











* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 


which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction. ; 
The provisional estimates of population are based on the results of the Censuses 


of 1961 and 1911. 
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Wolverhampton, 2:0 in Aberdare, 2°3 in West Bromwich, 2°8 in 
Smethwick, 3:0 in Edmonton, and 5°6 in Walsall; from scarlet fever, 
2-6 in Tynemouth ; from whooping-cough, 1:3 in Norwich, 14 in 
Smethwick, and 1:5 in Edmonton; and from diphtheria, 17 in 
Walsall. No death from smail-pox was registered in any of the 
ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including th 
City of London.) : 


In LONDON there were 2154 BIRTHS and 1116 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 21 below and 
the deaths 90 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 13°6, 12:0, and 13:4 per 1000 in the three 
weeks endéd May 10th, May 17th, and May 24th, was 12:9 last 
week. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 13:0 per 1000, being 0°3 per 1000 above the mean rate in 
the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3, 0, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average. 'The deaths from measles, which had been 37, 
39, and 42 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 32 last week, and 
were 4 below the corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Bermondsey and 3 to Camberwell. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 3, 1, and 4 in the preceding three 
weeks, were again 4 last week, the corrected average being 6. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 21, 19, and 22 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 30 last week, and were 7 above the 
corrected average ; 6 deaths belonged to Islington, 5 to Lambeth, and 
3 to Bermondsey. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 3, 3, 
and 7 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 12 last week, and were 5 
above the corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to Lambeth, The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had 
been 27, 23, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, were 20 last week ; 
4 deaths belonged to Islington and 3 to Camberwell. The deaths 
from influenza numbered 12, having been 20, 21, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 48 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 48 deaths, 10 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 37 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Seven of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, seven to burns or scalds, six to drowning, and 
three, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 41 cases of 
enteric fever, 530 of measles, 1430 of scarlet fever, 299 of whooping- 
cough, and 808 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 7, 4, and 11; of measles, 
73 cases, against 81, 87, and 92; of scarlet fever, 177 cases, against 
206. 171 and 193; of whooping-cough, 33 cases, against 29, 29, and 
34; and of diphtneria, 114 cases, against 101, 90, and 119. Tabie »,

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “ Outer Ring,” 7.¢., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


In Greater London there were 3448 births and 1646 deaths. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 94 below and 
104 above the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°82 inches, and that of the Thermometer 649, the latter being 
8°-7 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 17 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the 
week was 60°2 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°40 of 
an inch,

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RETURNS RELATING To METROPOLITAN WATER.—LONDON, 


(Furnished by the Metropolitan Water Board.) 


The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of April, 1913. The supply was in the ratio of 206 
gallons to one service, The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. mile& of the County. The figures are

In the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 12-1 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended May 
17th, May 24th, and May 3lst, the rates had been 12:8, 13:4, 
and 13°5 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 160 in Barrow in Furness, 
16:1 in Sunderland and in Newcastle on Tyne, 16:7 in Lincoln, 
16°8 in Aberdare, 17:4 in Dewsbury, 17°5 in Smethwick, 18-2 in 





* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 





institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 


excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of resideuts occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction.

Dudley, 19:3 in South Shields, 19-5 in Walsall, and 19-9 in Stockton 
on Tees ; from measles, 1:6 in Wolverhampton and in Salford, 1:8 in 
Bury, 2:0 in Dudley, 4:0 in Aberdare, and 5:0 in Walsall; from 
scarlet fever, 1:3 in Newport (Mon.); and from whooping-cough, 
1-2 in Newcastle on Tyne and 1°6 in Brighton.

In LONDON there were 2144 BIRTHS and 1006 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 64 below and 
the deaths 12 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, Which had been 12:0, 13°4, and 12°9 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended May 17th, May 24th, and May 31st, fell last week 
to 11'6.. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 12°5 per 1000, being 0:4 per 1000 above the mean rate in 
the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

One death from enteric fever was registered last week, as compared 
with 0, 1, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, and a corrected 
average of 2. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 39, 42, and 32 
in the preceding three weeks, further fell to 27 last week, and were 14 
below the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough 
of Islington, 3 to Poplar, and 3 to Deptford. One death from scarlet 
Sever was registered last week, as compared with 1, 4, and 4 in the’ 
preceding three weeks, and a corrected average of 6. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 19, 22, and 30 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 20 last week, the corrected average being 21; 4 
deaths belonged to Bermondsey and 3 to Islington. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 3, 7, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose to 18 last week and were 8 above the corrected average ; 
3 deaths belonged to Greenwich and 3 to Woolwich. The deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 
23, 15, and 20 in. the preceding three weeks, further rose to 27 last 
week; 3 deaths belonged to Stepney, 3 to Southwark, and 3 to 
Battersea. The deaths from influenza numbered 9, having been al, 
3, and 12 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths, concerning all but 
one of which inquests were held. Of these 57 deaths, 16 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 41 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Eleven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, two to burns or scalds, nine to drowning, and three, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed, 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.} 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 38 cases of 
enteric fever, 525 of measles, 1427 of scarlet fever, 302 of whooping- 
cough, and 814 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 4, 11, and 5; of measles, 
87 cases, against 87, 92, and 73; of scarlet fever, 202 cases, against 
171, 193 and 177; of whooping-cough, 43 cases, against 29, 34, and 
33; and of diphtheria, 116 cases, againsi 90,119, and 114.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 11°8 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended May 
94th, May 31st, and June 7th, the rates had been 13-4, 13:5, 
and 12°1 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 16-4 in Middlesbrough, 
16°5 in Dewsbury, 17:4 in West Bromwich, 18:7 in Stoke on Trent, 
91:2 in Dudley, and 23°9 in Stockton on Tees; and from meas/es, 











* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion cf deaths of resideuts occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction. 

The provisional estimates of population are based on the results of the Censuses 
of 1961 and 1911. 
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13 in Stoke on Trent and in Salford, 1:7 in Walsall, and 2:0 in 
Dudley and in Aberdare. No death from smuil-pox was registered 
in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2211 BIRTHS and 988 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 173 below and 
the deaths 11 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 13:4, 12:9, and 11°6 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended May 24th, May 31st, and June 7th, further fell last week 
to 1l'4. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 12:3 per 1000, being 0:5 per 1000 above the mean rate in 
the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. RAS! 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 2, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, the corrected average 
being 1. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 42, 32, and 27 in 
the preceding three weeks, further fell to 23 last week, and were 18 
below the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough 
of Bermondsey and 3 to Deptford. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 4, 4, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 5 
last week, the corrected average being 6. The deaths from whooping - 
cough, which had been 22, 30,and 20 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell to 13 last week, and were 9 below the corrected average ; 
3 deaths belonged to Camberwell. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 7, 12, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 7 
last week, and were equal to the corrected average. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 15, 20, 
and 27 in the preceding three weeks, were 23 last week; 4 deaths 
belonged to Stepney, and 3 each to Hackney, Shoreditch, and 
Wandsworth, The deaths from influenza numbered 6, having been 
3, 12, and 9 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 45 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 45 deaths, 12 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 33 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, seven to drowning, and six, of infants under one year of 
age, to suffocation in. bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 35 cases of 
enteric fever, 492 of measles, 1418 of scarlet fever, 297 of whooping- 
cough, and 797 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 2 cases, against 11,5, and 4; of measles, 
68 cases, against 92, 73, and 87; of scarlet fever, 186 cases, against 
193, 177, and 202; of whooping-cough, 17 cases, against 34, 33, and 
43; and of diphtheria, 101 cases, against 119, 114, and 116. Tabie 9,

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29:9() inches, and that of the Thermometer 96°9, the latter being 
1°*3 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was West-South-Westerly, the horizontal move- 
ment of the air being 47 per cent. above the week’s average in the 40 
- years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the 
week was 35°D hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°14 of

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 11°6 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended May 
dlst, June 7th, and June 14th, the rates had been 13°5, 12:1, 
and 11°8 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 16°7 in Blackburn, 16°8 in 
St. Helens,17:3 in Walsall, 17-7 in Stoke on Trent, 17-9 in Darlington 
and in West Hartlepool, 18:4 in Dewsbury, and 18°8 in Bootle; 





* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. . 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards wili embody full correction.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2099 BIRTHS and 955 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 63 below and 
the deaths 6 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 12°9, 11°6, and 11-4 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended May 31st, June 7th, and June 14th, further fell last 
week +0 11:0. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 11:7 per 1000, being 0°3 per 1000 above the mean rate in 
the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

One death from enteric fever was registered last week, as 
compared with 2, 1, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, and a 
corrected average of 2. The deaths from measles, which had been 
32, 27, and 23 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 31 last week, © 
but were 4 below the corrected average; 7 deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Southwark, 6 to Bermondsey, and 3 each to Islington 
and to Poplar. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 1, 
and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and were 4 
below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 30, 20, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, were 16 
last week, the corrected average being 18; 3 deaths belonged to 
Islington and 3 to Lambeth. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 12, 18, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, were again 7 
last week, and were 2 above the corrected average. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 20, 27, 
and 23 in the preceding three weeks, were 22 last week ; 4 deaths 
belonged to Hackney and 3 each to Islington, to Finsbury, and to 
Stepney. The deaths from influenza numbered 6, having been 12, 
9, and 6 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 40 deaths, concerning. all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 40 deaths, 7 were cases of 
suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 31 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Ten of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, two to burns or scalds, five to drowning, and 
five, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 38 cases of 
enteric fever, 506 of measles, 1499 of scarlet fever, 288 of whooping- 
cough, ‘and 775 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 5,4, and 2; of measles, 
98 cases, against 73, 87, and 68; of scarlet fever, 273 cases, against 
177, 202, and 186; of whooping-cough, 18 cases, against 33, 43, and 
17; and of diphtheria, 105 cases, against 114,116, and 101. Table 9,

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29-87 inches, and that of the Thermometer 62°3, the latter being 
2°-°9 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the 
air being 11 per cent. below the week’s average in the 4U years 
ended 1906.- The duration of registered bright sunshine in the 
week was 67°3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°41 of

In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 11°3 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended June 
7th, June 14th, and June 2lst, the rates had been 12:1, 11'8, 
and 11°6 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 16:1 in Stoke on Trent, 
16:4 in Sunderland, 16°9 in Huddersfield, 17-4 in West Bromwich 
and in Dewsbury, and 20°5 in Oldham; from measles, 1:6 in 


* Commencing wit’ 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2333 BIRTHS and 891 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 18 and 
the deaths 49 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 11°6, 11°4, and 11:0 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended June 7th, June 14th, and June 21st, further fell last 
week to 10°3.. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 11:1 per 1000, being equal to the mean rate in the 
corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 3, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 27, 
23, and 31 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 24 last week, and 
were 7 below the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Paddington, and 3 each to Islington, Lambeth, and 
Greenwich. Thedeaths from scarlet fever, which had heen 1, 5, and 
2 in the preceding three weeks, were again 2 last week, and were 2 
below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 20, 13, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 
13 last week, the corrected average being 14. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 18, 7, and 7 in the preceding three 
weeks, were again 7 last week, and were 1 above the corrected 
average; 3 deaths belonged to Lewisham. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 27, 
23, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, were 18 last week; 7 
deaths belonged to Stepney. The deaths from inflwenza numbered 
3, having been 9, 6, and 6 in the preceding three weeks. | 

Different forms of violence caused 45 deaths, concerning all but one 
of which inquests were held. Of these 45 deaths, 10 were cases of 
_ suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Three of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, three to drowning, and six, of infants under 
one year of age, to suffocation in bed. j 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 36 cases of 
enteric fever, 467 of measles, 1604 of scarlet fever, 283 of whooping- 
cough, and 817 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 4, 2, and 8; of measles, 
D7 cases, against 87, 68, and 98; of scarlet fever, 286 cases, against 
202, 186, and 273; of whooping-cough, 18 cases, against 43, 17, and 
18; and of diphtheria, 145 cases, against 116,101, and 105. Tabie ah

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.” 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 11:2 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended June 
14th, June 21st, and June 28th, the rates had been 11°8, 11°6, 
and 11°3 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 15°0 in Bury, 15:3 in 
Burnley, 15-4 in West Hartlepool, 15°8 in Barnsley, 16°2 in Dudley 
and in Stockport, 17°6 in Halifax, and 19°6 in West Bromwich ; and 











* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain ‘as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of resideuts occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated.

In LONDON there were 2137 BIRTHS and 925 DEATHS 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 103 and 
the deaths 26 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 11°4, 11:0, and 10°3 per 1000 in the threa 
weeks ended June 14th, June 21st, and June 28th, rose last week 
to 10°7. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 10°9 per 1000, being 0-1 per 1000 below the mean rate in 
the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

No death from enteric fever was registered last week, the deaths 
having been 3, 1, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, and the 
corrected average 2. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 23, . 
dl, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 16 last week, and 
were 13 below the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Paddington. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 5, 2, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, 
and were 4 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 13, 16, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 8 last week, and were 9 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 7, 7, and 7 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 6 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 
years of age, which had been 23, 22, and 18 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 21 last week; 5 deaths belonged to St. Pancras, 5 to 
Lambeth, and 4 to Stepney. No deaths from influenza was 
registered last week, the numbers having been 6, 6, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 41 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 41 deaths, 6 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 35 were attributed to accident or 
negligence, Hight of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, and seven, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation 
in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 38 cases of 
enteric fever, 439 of measles, 1697 of scarlet fever, 273 of whooping- 
cough, and 819 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 12 cases, against 2, 8, and 6; of measles, 
D1 cases, against 68, 98, and 57; of scarlet fever, 314 cases, against 
186, 273, and 286; of whooping-cough, 18 cases, against 17, 18, and 
18; and of diphtheria, 116 cases, against 101, 105, and 145. Table 9,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.” 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 11:4 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated ¢ at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended June 
21st, June 28th, and July 5th, the rates had been 11:6, 11:3, 
and 11:2 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 


certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 17:2 in Dudley, in Stock- 
port, and in Burnley, 18:0 in Swindon, 18:1 in Salford, 18-9 in 
Stockton on Tees, and 19°5 in West Hartlepool; from measles, 1:7

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction. 

The provisional estimates of population are based on the results of the Censuses 
of 1901 and 1911. 
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in Stoke on Trent and 3:0 in Dudley; and from whooping-cough, 
l‘lin Hull. No death from smuli-pox was registered in any of the 
ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2295 BIRTHS and 960 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 30 and 
the deaths 3 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, Which had been 11:0, 10°3, and 10:7 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended June 2lst, June 28th, and July 5th, further rose last 
week toll'l. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 10°8 per 1000, being 0°2 per 1000 below the mean rate in 
the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 2, and 0 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average. ‘The deaths from measles, which had besn 31," 
24, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, were 18 last week, and 
were 8 below the corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Lambeth and 3 to Islington. The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 2, 2, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 5 last week, the corrected average being 4. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 16, 13, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 6 last week, and were 8 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 7, 7, and 
6 in the preceding three weeks, were 5 last week, and were 3 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 22, 18, and 21 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 40 last week; 8 deaths belonged to Stepney, 
and 3 each to Kensington, St. Pancras, Bethnal Green, Bermondsey, 
Lambeth, and Camberwell. The deaths from influenza numbered 
7, having been 6, 3, and 0 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all but 2 
of which inquests were held. Of these 46 deaths, 8 were cases of 
* suicide, and 1 of execution, while the remaining 37 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Hight of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 5 to burns or scalds, 4 to drowning, and 3, 
of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 44 cases of 
enteric fever, 381 of measles, 1833 of scarlet fever, 281 of whooping- 
cough, and 862 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 8, 6,and 12; of measles, 
37 cases, against 98, 57, and 51; of scarlet fever, 315 cases, against 
273, 286, and 314; of whooping-cough, 25 cages, against 18, 18, and 
18; and of diphtheria, 137 cases, against 105, 145, and 116. Table 9,

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” i.e., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District), 


In Greater London there were 3573 births and 1412 deaths. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 128 and 
37 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°75 inches, and that of the Thermometer 57°2, the latter being 
D°*4 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 36 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the 
week was 20°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1°33 inches,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.” 


.In the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 11:3 per 1000 of. 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended June 
28th, July 5th, and July 12th, the rates, had been 11:3, 11:2; 
and 11°4 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 15°0 in Oldham, 15:1 in 
Manchester, 15°6 in Walsall, 15°38. in Liverpool, 16°2 in Blackpool, 
16°4 in Middlesbrough, 17°5 in Gloucester, 17-9 in West Hartlepool, 





* Commencing with 1911 considerable, modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all nou-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the’ 
City of London.) 


In LonDON there were 2139 BIRTHS and 901 DwaTus, 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 48 and 
the deaths 43 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from. all 
causes, which had been 10°3, 10°7, and 11:1 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended June 28th, July Sth, and July 12th, was 10-4 last 
week, The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 10°6 per 1000, being 0°3 per 1000 below the mean rate in 
the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enferic fever, which had been 2, 0, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 2 last week, and were equal to 
the corrected average. The deaths from measles, which had been 
24, 16, and 18 in the preseding three weeks, fell to 16 last week, 
and were 14 below the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Paddington and 3 to Greenwich. The deaths from scarlet 
ever, which had been 2, 3, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were 
4 last week, and were 2 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been, 13, 8, and 6 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 13 last week, and were 5 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 7, 6, and 
> in the preceding three weeks, were 6 last week, and were 2 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 18, 21, and 40 in the preceding 
three’ weéks, were 34 last week; 6 deaths belonged to Poplar, 4 to 
Southwark, and 3 each to Shoreditch and to’ Lambeth: The deaths 
from influenza numbered 4, having been 3, 0, and 7 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 44 deaths, 9 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 35 were attributed to accident or 
négligence, Eleven’ of these latter were referred to vehicles in. 
the strests, six to drowning, and one, of an' infant under one year 
of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASHES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 43 cases of 
enteric fever, 315 of measles, 1978 of scarlet fever, 283 of whooping- 
cough, and 884 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals’ 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, — 
as’ compared with those in the preceding three weeks; were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 6, 12,and 10; of measles, 
50’ cases, against 97, 51, and 37; of scarlet fever, 357 cases, against 
286, 314, and 315; of whooping-cough, 19 cases, against 18, 18, and’ 
25; and of diphtheria, 139 cases, against 145, 116, and 137. Table 9,

METEOROLOGY, 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°81 inches, and that of the Thermometer 69°0, the latter being 
3°°3 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 11 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the 
week was 6'2 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°52--of 
an inch,

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RETURNS RELATING To METROPOLITAN WATER.—LONDON, 
(Furnished by the Metropolitan Water Board.) 


The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of June, 1913. The supply was in the ratio of 244 
gallons to one service, The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt.

In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 11:0 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended July 
Sth, July 12th, and July 19th, the rates had been 11:2, 11:4, 
and 11°3 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—-from ali causes, 15:0 in Stoke on Trent, 
15:1 in Liverpool, 15°8 in Barnsley, 16°2 in Rotherham, 16°7 in 
Walsall, 17°2 in Dudley, 174 in Dewsbury, and 18:3 in Great 





* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions.

(The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In Lonpon there were 2195 BIRTHS and 918 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 108 and 
the deaths 64 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 10°7, 11:1, and 10:4 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended July 5th, July 12th, and July 19th, rose last week 
to 10°6. The death-raie in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 10°7 per 1000, being 0:4 per 1000 below the mean rate in 
the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 0, 2, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 2 last week, and were equal to 
the corrected average. ‘The deaths from measles, which bad been 
16, 18, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 10 last week, 
and were 12 below the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Southwark. Only one death from scarlet fever was 
registered last week, the numbers in the preceding three weeks 
having been 3, 5, and 4, and the corrected average being 4. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 8, 6, and 13 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 15 last week, and were 3 above the 
corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to Stepney. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 6,5, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 6 last week, and were 4 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, 
which had been 21, 40, and 34 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 
55 last week; 8 deaths belonged to Stepney, 5 to Lambeth, and 4 
each to Bethnal Green, Southwark, and Wandsworth. The deaths 
from influenza numbered 3, having been 0, 7, and 4 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 38 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 38 deaths, 9 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 28 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Eleven of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, one to drowning, and four, of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 45 cases of 
enteric fever, 290 of measles, 2100 of scarlet fever, 266 of whooping- 
cough, and 885 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 9 cases, against 12, 10,and 5; of measles, 
33 cases, against 51, 37, and 50; of scarlet fever, 346 cases, against 
314, 315, and 357; of whooping-cough, 18 cases, against 18, 25, and 
19; and of diphtheria, 129 cases, against 116, 137, and 139. ‘Table 9,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.” 


{In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TowNSs of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 11:6 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended July 
12th, July 19th, and July 26th, the rates had been 11:4, 11:3, 
and 11:0 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 15°7 in Sheffield, 15-9 in 
Aberdare, 16°0 in Halifax, 16°9 in Middlesbrough, 17:3 in Walsall, 
18:7 in Barnsley, 19:2 in Dudley, and 20:0 in Stoke on Trent; and 

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the fonmat 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great.towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residentS dying in certain outlying 
institutions.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In Lonpon there were 2219 BIRTHS and 898 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 77 above and 
the deaths 119 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 11:1, 10-4, and 10°6 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended July 12th, July 19th, and July 26th, fell last week 
to 10°'4. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 10°6 per 1000, being 0°7 per 1000 below the mean rate in 
the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

No death from enteric fever was registered during the week, the 
numbers in the preceding three weeks having been 2, 2, and 2, and 
the corrected average also 2. ‘The deaths from measles, which had 
been 18, 16, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, were 13 last 
week, and were 11 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 5, 4, and 1 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 5 last week, and were equal to the corrected average. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 6, 13, and 15 
in the preceding three weeks, were again 15 last week, the 
corrected average being 16. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 5, 6, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, were 5 last week, and 
and were 3 below the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 40, 34, and 55 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 48 last week; 5 deaths 
belonged to the Borough of St. Pancras, 5 to Bethnal Green, and 
4 to Southwark. One death from influenza was registered, as 
compared with 7, 4, and 3 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths, concerning all or 
which inquests were held. Of these 43 deaths, 8 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Six of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, five to burns or scalds, four to drowning, 
and three, including two of infants under one year of age, to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 52 cases of 
enteric fever, 274 of measles, 2125 of scarlet fever, 245 of whooping- 
cough, and 891 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 15 cases, against 10, 5,and 9; of measles, 
43 cases, against 37, 50, and 33; of scarlet fever, 258 cases, against 
315, 357, and 346; of whooping-cough, 11 cases, against 25, 19, and 
18; and of diphtheria, 124 cases, against 137, 139, and 129. Table 9,

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°98 inches, and that of the Thermometer 59°5, the latter being 
2°°8 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Easterly, the horizontal move- 
ment of the air being 11 per cent. below the week’s average in

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.” 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TowNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 12:0 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended July 
19th, July 26th, and August 2nd, the rates had been 11°3, 11:0, 
and 11°6 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were -—from all causes, 17'-4 in West Bromwich, 
18°3 in St. Helens, 18:4 in Walsall, 19-4 in Dewsbury, 19'5 in Wigan, 
19°8 in Aberdare, and 21:2 in Birkenhead ; and from measiles,.1°3 in 





* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
Giondon and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death rates 
therefore tend to be understated.

_ LoNDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LonpoN there were 1894 BIRTHS and 987 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 231 and 
the deaths 123 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 10:4, 10°6, and 10:4 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended July 19th, July 26th, and August 2nd, rose last week 
to 11:4. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 10°7 per 1000, being 1:0 per 1000 below the mean rate in 
the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. “aa Sa 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 2, and 0 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 2, being 2 below the corrected 
average. ‘he deaths from measles, which had been 16, 10, and 13 
in the preceding three weeks, were again 13, or 12 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
4, 1, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 4, the corrected 
average being 6. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
13, 15, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, were 9 only, this 
being 8 under the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 6, 6, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 8, 
and were 1 above the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Southwark. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 34, 55, and 48 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 73; 8 belonged to the Borough 
of Southwark, 6 to Lambeth and to Wandsworth, 5 to Bethnal 
Green, Stepney, and Battersea, 4 to Finsbury, Shoreditch, and 
Poplar, and 3 to Kensington, Islington, Hackney, and Bermondsey. 
No death from influenza was registered, the numbers having been 
4, 3, and | in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 55 deaths, 12 were cases of 
suicide, and 3 of homicide, while the remaining 40 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Fourteen of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, three to drowning, and eight, of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


Aceording to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 04. cases of 
enteric fever, 236 of measles, 2131 of scarlet fever, 233 of whooping- 
cough, and 887 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 5, 9,and 15; of measles, 
19 cases, against 50, 33, and 43; of scarlet fever, 244 cases, against 
357, 346, and 258; of whooping-cough, 7 cases, against 19, 18, and 
11; and of diphtheria, 94 cases, against 139, 129, and 124. Table 9,

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “ Outer Ring,” i.e., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


In Greater London there were 2992 births and 1456 deaths: 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 463 and 
235 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°82 inches, and that of the Thermometer 57°11, the latter being 
5°*1 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 29 per cent. below the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 37:0 hours; the measured rainfall amounted. to 
0-09 of an inch. ,

In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13°3 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated { at 17,852,766 persons 

“in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended July 
26th, August 2nd, and August 9th, the rates had been 11:0, 11:6, 
-and 12:0 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, .for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
— certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 

per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 18°3 in Liverpool, 18-4 in 
Plymouth, 18°5 in Preston and in Stockport, 18:8 in Bootle, 18-9 in 
St. Helens, 21°2 in Walsall, 21°8 in Wigan, and 21:9 in Birkenhead ;

In LONDON there were 2306 BIRTHS and 1047 DEATHS, 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 29 above and 
the deaths 88 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, Which had been 10°6, 10°4, and 11:4 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended July 26th, August 2nd, and August 9th, further rose last 
last to 12:1. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 11'1 per 1000, being 1:2 per 1000 below the mean rate in 
the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 0, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 3, and were 1 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 10, 13, and 13 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 11, or 15 below the corrected 
average; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Bermondsey. The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 1, 5, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 8, being 3 above the corrected average. 
‘The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 15, 15, and 9 in 
the preceding three weeks, declined to 7, this being 6 below the 
corrected average. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 6, 
5, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 4, the corrected 
average being 8. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 
years of agé, which had been 55, 48, and 73 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 96; 14 belonged to the Borough of Poplar, 
9 to Shoreditch, 8 each to Islington and Bermondsey, 7 to Stepney, 
6 to Southwark, and 5 each to Fulham, Bethnal Green, Finsbury, 
and Camberwell. The deaths from influenza numbered 3, having 
been 3, 1, and 0 in the preceding three weeks. | 

Different forms of violence caused 40 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held, Of these 40 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 29 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Four of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, five to burns and scalds, and five, including 
four of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hogpital there were 47 cases of 
enteric fever, 202 of measles, 2124 of scarlet fever, 230 of whooping- 
cough, and 855 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 3 cases, against 9, 15, and 10; of measles, 
22 cases, against 33, 43, and 19; of scarlet fever, 230 cases, against 
346, 258, and 244; of whooping-cough, 17 cases, against 18, 11, and 
7; and of diphtheria, 97 cases, against 129, 124, and 94. Table 9,

In the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13:2 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended August 
ond, August 9th, and August 16th, the rates had been 116, 12-0, 
and 13°3 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 18'7 in Stoke on Trent and 
‘1 West Hartlepool, 18°8 in Huddersfield and in Middlesbrough, 18-9 
in St. Helens, 20°7 in Barnsley, 20°9 in Swansea, 22:2 in Dudley, 








* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded.

In Lonpon there were 2179 BIRTHS and 1023 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 77 and 
the deaths 166 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 10:4, 11°4, and 12:1 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended August 2nd, August 9th, and August 16th, fell last 
week to 11'8. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 11:4 per 1000, being 1'5 per 1000 below the mean rate in 
the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 0, 2, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 4, and were 2 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 13, 13, and 11 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 7, this being 17 below the 
corrected average. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
5, 4, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, were 7 in number, the 
corrected average being 4. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 15, 9, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 6, 
and were 5 below the corrected average. The deaths from diph- 
theria, which had been 5, 8, and 4 in the preceding three wecks, 
fell further to 2, and were 8 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis wnder-2 years of age, which 
had been 48, 73, and 95 in the preceding three weeks, rose ‘to 122; 
14 belonged to the Borough of Bermondsey, 12 to Stepney, 11 to 
Poplar, 9 to Camberwell, 8 each to St. Pancras and Southwark, and 7 
to Islington, Shoreditch, and Bethnal Green. The deaths from 
influenza numbered 2, having been 1, 0, and 3 in the preceding 
three weeks. 5 

Different forms of violence caused 37 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 37 deaths, 12 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 24 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Four of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, four to drowning, and. two, of infants under 
one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 44 cases of 
enteric fever, 177 of measles, 2070 of scarlet fever, 226 of whooping- 
cough, and 814 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 15, 10,and 3; of measles, 
18 cases, against 43, 19, and 22; of scarlet fever, 239 cases, against 
258, 244, and 230; of whooping-cough, 16 cases, against 11, 7, and 
17; and of diphtheria, 97 cases, against 124, 94, and 97.

In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13:5 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended August 
9th, August 16th, and August 23rd, the rates had been 12:0, 13:3, 
and 13:2 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 19°6 in Stoke on Trent, 
198 in Aberdare, 19°9 in Stockton on Tees, 20°2 in Oldham, 20:7 in 
Tynemouth, 21:2 in Walsall, 21:3. in Wigan, 22°5 in Rhondda, and 








’ * Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) : 


In LONDON there were 2043 BIRTHS and 1045 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 162 and 
‘the deaths 120 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, Which had been 11°4, 12:1, and 11°8 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended August 9th, August 16th, and August 23rd, rose last 
week to 121. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 11:9 per 1000, being 1:4 per 1000 below the mean rate in 
the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 3, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 3, and were 1 above the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 13, 11, and 7 
in the preceding three weeks, fell further to 5, this being 9 below 
the corrected average. One death only from scarlet fever was 
registered during the week, the numbers having been 4, 8, and 7 
in the three weeks preceding, the corrected average being 4. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 9, 7, and 6 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 11, but were 4 below the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 8, 4, and 2 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 6, this being 1 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 
2 years of age, which had been 73, 95, and 122 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 174; 21 belonged to the Borough of Stepney, 
14 to Bermondsey, 12 to Poplar, 11 to Shoreditch, and 10 to Fulham. 
The deaths from influenza numbered 5, having been 0, 3, and 2 in 
the preceding three weeks. : 

Different forms of violence caused 36 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 36 deaths, 3 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 32 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Five of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, four to burns or scalds, five to drowning, and 
four, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were {ft cases of 
enteric fever, {{ of measles, {{ of scarlet fever, tt of whooping- 
cough, and {f of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, tf cases, against 10, 3, and 6; of measles, 
tT cases, against 19, 22, and 18; of scarlet fever, {+ cases, against 
244, 230, and 239; of whooping-cough, tt cases, against 7, 17, and 
16; and of diphtheria, ft cases, against 94, 97, and 97.

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°85 inches, and that of the Thermometer 62°8, the latter being 
2°°3 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Hasterly, the horizontal move- 
ment of the air being 34 per cent. below the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 44°5 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°51 
of an inch.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13°5 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended August 
16th, August 23rd, and August 30th, the rates had been 13:3, 13:2, 
and 13°5 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 18°5 in Stockport, 18°8 in 
Middlesbrough, 19:3 in Gateshead, 19°7 in Warrington, 19:5 in 











*“Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out.

No death from smail-pox was 
registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2024 BIRTHS and 1075 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 85 and 
the deaths 67 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 12:1, 11:8, and 12:1 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended August 16th, August 23rd, and August 30th, rose last 
week to 12'4. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 12:1 per 1000, being 1:3 per 1000 below the mean rate in 
the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3, 4, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 4, this being one above the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 11, 7, and 5 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 6, but were 9 below the 
corrected average, 3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Camberwell. 
The deaths from scarlet fever which had been 8, 7, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, numbered 3, and were 3 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
7, 6, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 3, the corrected 
average being 14. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 4, 
2, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 7, this being 2 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 95, 122, and 175 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose further to 199; of these 19 belonged to 
Stepney, 15 to Bermondsey and to Rattersea, 13 to Islington and to 
Lambeth, and 12 to Southwark. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 2, having been 3, 2, and 5 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held, Of these 44 deaths, 14 were cases of 
suicide, and 3 of homicide, while the remaining 27 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Five of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, four to burns or scalds, and four, of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 45 cases of 
enteric fever, 128 of measles, 2112 of scarlet fever, 218 of whooping- 
cough, and 796 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were ag 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 3, 6,and 6; of measles, 
9 cases, against 22,18, and 13; of scarlet fever, 298 cases, against 
230, 239, and 331; of whooping-cough, 13 cases, against 17, 16, and 
18; and of diphtheria, 130 cases, against 97,97, and 111. Table +F

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” i.¢., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District), 


In Greater London there were 3154 births and 1647 deaths. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 316 and 
98 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°88 inches, and that of the Thermometer 59°1, the latter being 
0°5 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was North-Has‘erly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 0°7 per cent. above the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 4°4 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1:43 
of an inch.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14:5 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended August 
93rd, August 30th, and September 6th, the rates had been 13:2, 13:5, 
and 13°8 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 

certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 20'3 in Plymouth and in 
Bury, 21°3 in Wigan, 21:7 in Middlesbrough, 22°2 in Dudley and in 








* Commencing with 1911 considerahle modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out, ; 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction.

In LONDON there were 2181 BIRTHS and 1183 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 39 and 
the deaths 55 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, Which had been 11°8, 12:1, and 12:4 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended August 23rd, August 30th, and September 6th, further 
rose last week to 13:7. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 12°5 per 1000, being 0:8 per 1000 below the mean 
rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12, 

One death from enteric fever was registered last week, as compared 
with 4, 3, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, and a corrected 
average of 4. The deaths from measles, which had been (, 5, and 
6 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 3 last week, and were 9 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from scarlet Jever, which had 
been 7, 1,and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were again 3 last 
week, and were equal to the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 6, 11, and 3 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 7 last week, and were 7 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 2, 6, and 7 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 6 last week, and were 2 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 
2 years of age, which had been 122, 175, and 199 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose to 229 last week; 23 deaths belonged 
to the Borough of Stepney, 19 to Lambeth, 16 to Shoreditch, 16 to 
Camberwell, 15 to Poplar, 14 to Islington, 14 to Battersea, and 13 
each to Hackney and to Wandsworth. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 4, having been 2, 5, and 2 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 47 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 47 deaths, 15 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 32 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, three to burns or scalds, three to drowning, and three, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 49 cases of 
enteric fever, 118 of measles, 2211 of scarlet fever, 214 of whooping- 
cough, and 810 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 6, 6,and 10; of measles, 
13 cases, against 18, 13, and 9; of scarlet fever, 346 cases, against 
239, 331, and 298; of whooping-cough, 14 cases, against 16, 18, and 
13; and of diphtheria, 140 cases, against 97 » 111, and 130. Table 9,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Walos, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14:3 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended August 30th, 
September 6th, and September 13th, the rates had been 13°5, 13°8, 
and 14:5 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 20°5 in Liverpool, 20°7 in 


Tynemouth, 21°5 in Rhondda, 22-9 in Sunderland, 23°5 in Aberdare, 








* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out.

In LONDON there were 2085 BIRTHS and 1187 DEATHS. 


Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 69 below and | 


the deaths 43 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, Which had been 12°1, 12:4, and 13:7 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended August 30th, September 6th, and September 13th, was 
again 13:7 last week. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 13:0 per 1000, being 0:2 per 1000 below the mean 
rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

One death from enteric fever was registered last week, as compared 
with 3, 4, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, and a corrected 
average of 7. ‘Two deaths from measles were recorded, as compared 
with 5, 6, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, and a corrected 
average of 12. One death from scarlet fever was registered, the 
numbers in the preceding three weeks having been 1, 3, and 3, and 
the corrected average 5. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 11, 3, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, were 9 last week, 
and were 2 below the corrected average: 3 deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Islington. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
6, 7, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 5 last week, and 
were 7 below the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhawa 
and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 175, 199, and 
230 in the preceding three weeks, were 218 last week: 10 deaths 
belonged to Battersea, 10 to Wandsworth, 11 to Camberwell, 11 to 
Poplar, 14 to Southwark, 15 to Lambeth, 18 to Bethnal Green. 19. to 
Islington, 22 to Shoreditch, and 23 to Stepney. The deaths from 
influenza numbered 6, having been 5, 2, and 4 in the preceding three 
weeks, 

Different forms of violence caused 38 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 38 deaths, 9 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 29 were attributed to accident or 
negligence, Seven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, two to drowning, and five, of infants under one year of 
age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 54 cases of 
enteric fever, 97 of measles, 2355 of scarlet fever, 209 of whooping- 
cough, and 865 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 14 cases, against 6,10, and 11; of measles, 
6 cases, against 13,9, and 13; of scarlet fever, 473 cases, against 
331, 298, and 346; of whooping-cough, 18 cases, against 18, 13, and 
14; and of diphtheria, 149 cases, against 111, 130, and 140. Table 9.

In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14:4 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended September 
6th, September 13th, and September 20th, the rates had been 13:8, 14:5, 
and 14°3 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 


certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 20:2 in Wolverhampton, 
20°5 in Blackpool, 21°4 in Stoke on Trent, 21°8 in Rochdale, 22:0 in 

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions.

In LONDON there were 2074 BIRTHS and 1167 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 78 below and 
the deaths 21 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, Which had been 12:4, 13:7, and 13:7 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended September 6th, September 13th, and September 20th, 
fell last week to 13:5. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 13°3 per 1000, being 0°1 per 1000 above the mean 
rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 4, 1, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 4, which is 2 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 6, 3, and 2 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 4, but were 6 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 3, and 1 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 2, being 3 below the corrected 
average, The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 3, 7, 
and 9 in the preceding three weeks, rose further to 11, this being 1 
below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 7, 6, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 7, but 
were 5 below the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 199, 230, and 
218 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 191; of these 18 belonged 
to the Borough of Islington, 16 to Shoreditch, 14 to Poplar, 13 to 
Stepney, 12 to Bermondsey, and 12 to Wandsworth. The deaths 
from influenza numbered 7, having been 2, 4, and 6 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 44 deaths, 11 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 32 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Nine of these latter were .referred to 
vehicles in the streets, and three, of infants under one year of age, 
to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 57 cases of 
enteric fever, 79 of measles, 2570 of scarlet fever, 198 of whooping- 
cough, and 913 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 9 cases, against 10,11, and 14; of measles, 
12 cases, against 9,13, and 6; of scarlet fever, 508 cases, against 
298, 346, and 473; of whooping-cough, 9 cases, against 13, 14, and 
18; and of diphtheria, 173 cases, against 130, 140, and 149. Table if

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°84 inches, and that of the Thermometer 60°2, the latter being 
4°*8 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Southerly, the horizontal move- 
ment air being 35 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 39°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°13 
of an inch.

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RETURNS RELATING TO METROPOLITAN WATER. LONDON. 


(Furnished by the Metropolitan Water Board.) 


The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of August, 1913. The supply was in the ratio of 226 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their 
control,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13:6 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 porsons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended September 
12th, September 20th, and September 27th, the rates had been 14'5, 14:3, 
and 14:4 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions.

In LONDON there were 2079 BIRTHS and 1092 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 53 and 
the deaths 48 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 13°7, 13:7, and 13:5 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended September 13th, September 20th, and September 27th, 
fell last week to 12'6. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 13'4 per 1000, being 0°2 per 1000 above the mean 
rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 1, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 4, this being 2 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from measles, which had been 3, 2, 
and 4 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 5, but were 7 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
3, 1, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, were again 2, this being 4 
below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 7, 9, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 
5, and were 6 below the corrected average. The deaths frem 
diphtheria, which had been 6, 5, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 9, and were equal to the corrected average. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 230, 
918, and 191 in the preceding three weeks, fell further to 142; of 
these 13 belonged to the Borough of Shoreditch, 13 to Lambeth, 
12 to Stepney, 11 to Southwark, and 10 to Bermondsey. The deaths 
from influenza numbered 5, having been 4,6, and 7 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 53 deaths, 11 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 41 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Thirteen of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, five to drowning, four to conflagration, and 
two, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 61 cases of 
enteric fever, 65 of measles, 2818 of scarlet fever, 194 of whooping- 
cough, and 977 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 13 cases, against 11,13,and 9; of measles, 
7 cases, against 13,6, and 12; of scarlet fever, 499 cases, against 
346, 473, and 508; of whooping-cough, 13 cases, against 14, 18, and 
9; and of diphtheria, 179 cases, against 140, 149, and 173. Table 9,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14:3 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended September 
20th, September 27th, and October 4th, the rates had been 14:3, 14:4, 
and 13°6 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 19:0 in Warrington, 19-4 in 
Newcastle upon Tyne, 19°5 in Wigan and in West Hartlepool, 





* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
{ondon and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. ‘ 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2039 BIRTHS and 1231 D#ATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 74 below and 
the deaths 45 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 13°7, 13:5, and 12°6 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended September 20th, September 27th, and October 4th, 
rose last week to 14:2. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 13:5 per 1000, being 0:2 per 1000 above the mean 
rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 4, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 3, being 4 below the corrected 
average. There was only one death from measles, the numbers 
having been 2, 4, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, and the 
corrected average number being 15. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 1, 2, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, were 3, 
and were 4 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 9, 11, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 9, being equal to the corrected average. The deaths frem 
diphtheria, which had been 5, 7, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 12, and were 4 above the corrected average. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 218, 
191, and 142 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 168; of these 
18 belonged to the Borough of Islington, 14 to Shoreditch, 12 to 
Hackney, 12 to Stepney, 11 to Southwark, 11 to Deptford, and 10 to 
Camberwell. The deaths from influenza numbered 9, having been 
6, 7, and 5 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 57 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, and 3 of homicide, while the remaining 44 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Fourteen of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, eight to drowning, three to burns and scalds, 
and four, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 63 cases of 
enteric fever, 55 of measles, 3021 of scarlet fever, 184 of whooping- 
cough, and 1047 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 13,9, and 13; of measles, 
6 cases, against 6,:12, and 7; of scarlet fever, 484 cases, against 
473, 508, and 498; of whooping-cough, 7 cases, against 18, 9, and 
13; and of diphtheria, 200 cases, against 149, 173, and 179. Table 9,

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District), 


In Greater London there were 3227 births and 1772 deaths. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 175 below 
and 17 above the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29:54 inches, and that of the Thermometer 52°99, the latter being 
1°-0 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was “variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 19 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 21°3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1:28 
inches.

In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Walos, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13°6 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended September 
27th, October 4th, and October 11th, the rates had been 144, 13:6, 
and 14°3 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the severai 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 

er 1000 living were :—from all causes, 18°5 in Stockport, 18°6 in 
Rotherham, 18°7 in Merthyr Tydfil, 19:5 in Walsall, 19-7 in Barnsley, 





* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer

In LonpoNn there were 2094 BIRTHS and 1224 peaTas, 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 111 below and 
the deaths 56 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 13°5, 12°6, and 14:2 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended September 27th, October 4th, and October 11th, 
fell last week to 14:1. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 13:6 per 1000, being 0:2 per 1000 above the mean 
rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 4, 4, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 5, but were 2 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from measies, which had been 4, D), and 1 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 5, this being 19 below the 
corrected average, 3 of these belonged to the Borough of Camberwell. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 2, 2, and 3 in the 
preceding thrée weeks, were again 3, the corrected average being 4. 
‘The deaths trom whooping-cough, which had been 11, %,sand (9.478 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 8, but were 1 above the corrected 
average. The deaths frem diphtheria, which had been (Pose yiisk. bi 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 12, this being equal to the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 
years of age, which had heen 191, 142, and 169 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 157; of these 15 belonged to Stepney, 12 to 
Poplar, and 11 each to Shoreditch, Southwark, and Camberwell. 
The deaths from influenza numbered 9, having been 7, 5, and 9 in 
the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 46 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 35 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Five of these latter were referred ta 
vehicles in the streets, three to burns and scalds, two to drowning, 
and three, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t+ 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 68 cases of 
enteric fever, 65 of measles, 3247 of scarlet fever, 180 of whooping- 
cough, and 1112 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 9,13, and 10; of measles, 
18 cases, against 12,7, and 6; of scarlet fever, 575 cases, against 
908, 498, and 484; of whooping-cough, 17 cases, against 9, 13, and 
7; and ot diphtheria, 175 cases, against 173, 179, and 200. Table “6

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13:1 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended October 
Ath, October 11th, and October 18th, the rates had been 13:6, 14:3, 
and 13°6 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the severai 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from

The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded.

In LonpDON there were 2021 BIRTHS and 1185 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 113 below and 
the deaths 43 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years.. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 12°6, 14°2, and 14°1 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended October 4th, October llth, and October 18th, 
fell last week to 13:7. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 13°7 per 1000, being 0°3 per 1000 above the mean. 
rate in the corresponding periods of. the five years 1908-12. __ 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 4, 3, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 2, and were 4 below the corrected: 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 5, 1, and 5 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 1, this being 26 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
2, 3, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 4, this being equal 
to the corrected average. ‘The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 5, 9, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 7, this 
being equal to the corrected average. The deaths frcm diphtheria, 
which had been 9, 11, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 
6, this being 6 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 142, 
169, and 157 in the preceding three weeks, fell further to 107; 
of these 10 belonged to the Borough of Camberwell, 9 to Stepney, 
and 8 each to Shoreditch, Southwark, and Lambeth. The deaths 
from influenza numbered 6, having been 5, 9, and 9 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 48 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 48 deaths, 12 were cases oi 
suicide, while the remaining 36 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Ten of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, four to burns and scalds, and four, including three of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 77 cases of 
enteric fever, 67 of measles, 3445 of scarlet fever, 178 of whooping- 
cough, and 1175 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 17 cases, against 13, 10, and 11 ; of measles, 
13 cases, against 7, 6, and 18; of scarlet fever, 530 cases, against 
498, 484, and 575; of whooping-cough, 13 cases, against 13, 7, and 
17; and of diphtheria, 192 cases, against 179, 200, and 175. Table 9,

The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of September, 1913. The supply was in the ratio of 223 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their 
control,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


In the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13:9 per 1000 of 
their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 17,852,766 persons 
in the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended October 

11th, October 18th, and October 25th, the rates had been 143, 13°6, 
and 13*1 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the severai 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :-—from all causes, 18:1 in Stoke on ‘Trent, 
18:3 in Warrington, 18°4 in Walsall, 18°9 in South Shields, 19:1 in

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


In LONDON there were 2229 BIRTHS and 1229 DEATHS. 
Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 46 below and 
the deaths 19 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 14°2, 14:1, and 13°7 per 1000 in the three 
weeks ended October llth, October 18th, and October 25th, 
rose last week to 14:2. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 14:1 per 1000, being 0°5 per 1000 above the mean 
rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3, 5, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 2, this being 4 below the 
corrected average. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been lI, 5, 
and 1 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 7, but were 22 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 3, 3, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 1, and were 5 
below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 9, 8, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, were 
again 7, and were 1 below the corrected average. The deaths frcm 
diphtheria, which had been 11, 12, and 6 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 10 but were 2 below the corrected average; 3 
deaths belonged to the Borough of Lewisham. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 169, 
156, and 106 in the preceding three weeks, fell further to 94; 
of these 12 belonged to Stepney, 8 to Shoreditch, and 7 each to 
Islington, Battersea and Camberwell. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 8, having been 9, 9, and 6 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 35 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 35 deaths, 5 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 30 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Five of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, and two, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in 
bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 79 cages of 
enteric fever, 71 of measles, 3580 of scarlet fever, 168 of whooping- 
cough, and 1193 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 10, 11, and 17 ; of measles, 
18 cases, against 6, 18, and 13; of scarlet fever, 534 cases, against 
484, 575, and 530; of whooping-cough, 7 cases, against 7, 17, and 
13; and of diphtheria, 178 cases, against 200, 175, and 192. Table 9,

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” 7.e., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


In Greater London there were 3572 births and 1791 deaths. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 77 and 
39 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°4 inches, and that of the Thermometer 54°11, the latter being 
6°8 above the week’s average in the 65. years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was South-South-Westerly, the 
horizontal movement of the air being 5 per cent. below the 
week’s average in the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of 
registered bright sunshine in the week was 22°9 hours; the measured 
rainfall amounted to 1:27 of an inch.

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TowNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13°3 

- per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 
17,852,766 persons in the middle of this year. In the three weeks 
ended October 18th, October 25th, and November Ist, the rates had 
been 13°6, 13°1, and 13°9 respectively. Table 1 of this Return 
shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four 
weeks ; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births 


and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rateg 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 18°7 in Blackburn, 18°8 in 
Middlesbrough, 18-9 in Stockton on Tees, 20-1 in Great Yarmouth, 


* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain ontlying 

‘institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 

generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2185 BIRTHS and 1126 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
110 and the deaths 141 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14:1, 13:7, and 14:2 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended October 18th, October 25th, and 
November Ist, fell last week to 13°0. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 13:8 per 1000, being equal to 
the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 
1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 5, 2, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 3, but were 2 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 5, 1, and 7@ in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 3, and were 33 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 4, and 
1 in the preceding three weeks, were again 1, this being 5 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 8, 7, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 11, and 
were 1 above the corrected average. The deaths frem diphtheria, 
which had been 12, 6, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
to 5, this being 8 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 156, 
106, and 94 in the preceding three weeks, fell further to 68; 
6 of these belonged to the Borough of Southwark, and 5 each to 
Paddington, Bermondsey, and Lambeth. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 10, having been 9, 6, and 8 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 39 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 39 deaths, 4 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Nine of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, three to burns and scalds, three to drowning, 
and 6, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 80 cases of 
enteric fever, 60 of measles, 3731 of scarlet fever, 167 of whooping- 
cough, and 1192 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 12 cases, against 11,17, and 10; of measles, 
10 cases, against 18, 13, and 18; of scarlet fever, 619 cases, against 
575, 530, and 534; of whooping-cough, 16 cases, against 17, 13, and 
7; and of diphtheria, 163 cases, against 175, 192, and 178. ‘Table 9,

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” i.e., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


For Greater London there were 3487 births and 1668 deaths re- 
gistered. Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are each 
207 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°55 inches, and that of the Thermometer 48°3, the latter being 
2°3 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was West-South-Westerly, the 
horizontal movement of the air being 6 per cent. above the 
week’s average in the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of 
registered bright sunshine in the week was 22°7 hours; the measured 
rainfall amounted to 0°40 of an inch.

For LONDON there were 1997 BIRTHS and 1159 pEaTrus 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
170 and the deaths 144 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 13:7, 14-2, and 13-0 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended October 25th, November Ist, and 
November 8th, rose last week to 13°4. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 13:6 per 1000, being 0°6 per 
1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 2, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 2, and were 2 below the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths from measies, which had been 1, 7, and 3 in 
the preceding three weeks, again numbered 3, this being 36 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 4, 1, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 4, but were 3 
below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 7, 7, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 
J, and were 2 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 6, 10, and 5 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 16, and were 1 above the corrected average. The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had heen 106, 94, and 68 in the preceding three weeks, fell further 
to 58; of these 5 belonged to the Borough of Islington. The 
deaths from influenza numbered 15, having been 6, 8, and 10 in the 
preceding three weeks. ) 

Different forms of violence caused 40 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 40 deaths, 7 were cases of 
suicide, and 3 of homicide, while the remaining 30 were attributed 
to accident or negligence, Seven of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, five to burns and scalds, and two, of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 83 cases of 
enteric fever, 61 of measles, 3596 of scarlet fever, 165 of whooping- 
cough, and 1211 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 12 cases, against 17,10, and 12; of measles, 
10 cases, against 13, 18, and 10; of scarlet fever, 597 cases, against 
930, 534, and 619; of whooping-cough, 9 cases, against 13, 7, and 
16 ; and of diphtheria, 176 cases, against 192, 178, and 163. Table 9,

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13:4 

er 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated at 
17,852,766 persons in the middle of this year. In the three weeks 
ended November Ist, November 8th, and November 15th, the rates 
had been 13°9, 13°3, and 13°8 respectively. Table 1 of this Return 
shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four 
weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births 
and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out, i | 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2113 BIRTHS and 1169 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
6 above and the deaths 217 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14:2, 13:0, and 13°4 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended November Ist, November 8th, and 
November 15th, rose last week to 13°5. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 13°5 per 1000, being 1°4 per 
1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 3, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 2, this being 2 below the 
corrected average. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 7, 3, 
and 3 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 4, but were 40 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 1, 1, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 3, and were 3 
below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 7, 11, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, fell further 
to 5, this being 8 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 10, 5, and 16 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell to 10, and were 3 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 94, 68, and 58 in the preceding three weeks, further 
declined to 45; of these 4 belonged to the Borough of Fulham. The 
deaths from influenza numbered 17, having been 8, 10, and 15 in the 
preceding three weeks. ) 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 40 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, seven to burns and scalds, and four, including three of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 75 cases of 
enteric fever, 66 of measles, 3980 of scarlet fever, 162 of whooping- 
cough, and 1237 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 9 cases, against 10,12, and 12; of measles, 
14 cases, against 18, 10, and 10; of scarlet fever, 558 cases, against 
934, 619, and 597; of whooping-cough, 14 cases, against 7, 16, and 
J; and of diphtheria, 172 cases, against 178, 163, and 176. ‘Table 9,

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” 7.¢., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


For Greater London there were 3312 births and 1748 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
66 and 339 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks 
of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29-93 inches, and that of the Thermometer 48°-9, the latter being 
6°°6 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was West-South-Westerly, the hori- 
zontal movement of the air being 48 per cent. above the week’s 
average in the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 15°6 hours; the measured rainfall 
amounted to 0°63 of an inch.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14:1 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated at 
17,852,766 persons in the middle of this year. In the three weeks 
ended November 8th, November 15th, and November 22nd, the rates 
had been 13°3, 13°8, and 13:4 respectively. Table 1 of this Return 
shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four 
weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births 
and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 19°6 in Swansea, 19°8 in 
South Shields and in Aberdare, 20°2 in Bootle and in Blackburn,

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 


two areas is carried out. 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction. :

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2180 BIRTHS and 1224 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
143 above and the deaths 232 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. ‘The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 13:0, 13°4, and 13°5 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended November 8th, November 15th, and 
November 22nd, further rose last week to 14:1. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 13°5 per 1000, being 2°1 
per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
tive years 1908-12. 

There was no death from enteric fever, as against.3, 2, and 2 in 
the preceding three weeks, the corrected average being 5. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 3, 3, and 4 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 3, and were 46 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 1, 4, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 5, and were equal to the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 11, 9, 
and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were again 5, this being 6 
below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 5, 16, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 9, 
and were 4 below the corrected average ; of these 3 belonged to 
the Borough of Paddington. The deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 68, 58, and 45 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 46; of these 8 belonged to 
Islington and 7 to Stepney. The deaths from inflwenza numbered 
12, having been 10, 15, and 17 in the preceding three weeks. 

Ditferent forms of violence caused 54 deaths, concerning all but 1 
of which inquests were held. Of these 54 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, 1 of execution, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 42 
were attributed to accident or negligence. Eleven of these latter 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, four to burns and scalds, 
and eight, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 73 cases of 
enteric fever, 57 of measles, 4112 of scarlet fever, 164 of whooping- 
cough, and 1200 of diphtheriae under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 9 cases, against 12, 12, and 9; of measles, 
7 cases, against 10, 10, and 14; of scarlet fever, 618 cases, against 
619, 597, and 558; of whooping-cough, 20 cases, against 16, 9, and 
14; and of diphtheria, 133 cases, against 163, 176, and 172. Table 9,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13:2 
er 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated tf at 
17,852,766 persons in the middle of this year. In the three weeks 
ended November 15th, November 22nd, and November 29th, the rates 
had been: 13°8, 13°4, and 14:1 respectively. Table 1 of this Return 
shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four 
weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births 
and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s moriality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 18°2 in Dudley, 18°5 in 
Newcastle on Tyne, 18:7 in Stoke on Trent, 18°9 in South Shields, 

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great vowns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. I:clusions

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including th 
City of London.) ’ 


For LONDON there were 1910 BIRTHS and 1102 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
224 and the deaths 328 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 13:4, 13°5, and 14:1 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended November 15th, November 22nd, and 
November 29th, fell last week to 12°7. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 13:4 per 1000, being 2°7 per 
1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
‘years 1908-12. 

There was no death from enteric fever, the numbers having been 
2, 2, and 0 in the preceding three weeks, and the corrected average 
2. The deaths from measles, which had been 3, 4, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell further to 1, this being 42 below the 
corrected average. There was no death from scarlet fever, the 
numbers having been 4, 3, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, and 
the corrected average 4. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 9, 5, and 95 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 6, but 
were 5 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 16, 10, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
to 10, this being 1 below the corrected average, The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 58, 
45, and 46 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 27. The deaths - 
from influenza numbered 13, having been 15, 17, and 12 in the 
preceding three weeks. | 

Different forms of violence caused 47 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held, Of these 47 deaths, 6 were cases of 
suicide and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 40 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Ten of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, eleven to burns and scalds, and six, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 72 cases of 
enteric fever, 52 of measles, 4143 of scarlet fever, 167 of whooping- 
cough, and 1193 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 14 cases, against 12, 9, and 9; of measles, 
11 cases, against 10, 14, and 7; of scarlet fever, 524 cases, against 
097, 598, and 618; of whooping-cough, 13 cases, against 9, 14, and 
20; and of diphtheria, 162 cases, against 176, 172, and 133. Table 9,

METEOROLOGY, 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°69 inches, and that of the Thermometer 468, the latter being 
5°°6 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal move- 
ment of the air being 40 per cent. above the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 4°6 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0:31 
of an inch.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14°5 
er 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated Tt at 
17,852,766 persons in the middle of this year. In the three weeks 
ended November 22nd, November 29th, and December 6th, the rates 
had been 13°4, 14:1, and 13°2 respectively. Table 1 of this Return 
shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last tour 
weeks ; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births 
and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
er 1000 living were :—from all causes, 19°5 in Walsall, 19°6 in 
Burnley, 19°7 in Barnsley, 19°38 in Oldham, 20°8 in South Shields, 








* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. ‘The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2147 BIRTHS and 1231 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
12 and the deaths 112 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 13°5, 14:1, and 12°7 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended November 22nd, November 29th, and 
December 6th, rose last. week to 14:2. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 13:6 per 1000, being 2°6 per 
1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 0, and 0 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 3, and were 1 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 4, 3, and 1 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 6, but were 42 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
3, 5, and 0 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 5, this being 
equal to the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 5, 5, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
to 14, and were 2 above the corrected average; 3 of these 
belonged to the Borough of Bethnal Green and 3 to Poplar. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 10,9, and 10 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose to 12, and were 1 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years 
of age, Which had heen 45, 46, and 27 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 34 ; 4deaths belonged to St. Pancras and 5 to Islington. 
The deaths from influenza numbered 12, having been 17, 12 and 
13 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 44 deaths, 8 were cases of 
suicide and 3 of homicide, while the remaining 33 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Hight of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, four to burns and scalds, four to drowning 
and five of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 61 cases of 
enteric fever, 54 of measles, 4137 of scarlet fever, 169 of whooping. 
cough, and 1160 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 9, 9,and 14; of measles, 
14 cases, against 14, 7, and 11; of scarlet fever, 552 cases, against 
508, 618, and 524; of whooping-cough, 14 cases, against 14, 20, and 
13; and of diphtheria, 158 cases, against 172, 133, and 162. Table 9;

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29:98 inches, and that of the Thermometer 46°2, the latter being 
5°-6 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal move- 
ment of the air being 2 per cent. above the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14:6 

er 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimatedT at 
17,852,766 persons in the middle of this year. In the three weeks 
ended November 29th, December 6th, and December 13th, the rates 
had been 14:1, 13:2, and 14°5 respectively. Table 1 of this Return 
shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four 
weeks ; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births 
and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 


two areas is carried out. 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates 
therefore tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely 
with the annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards will embody full correction. 

The provisional estimates of population are based on the results of the Censuses

For Loypon there were 1988 BIRTHS and 1278 DRATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
87 and the deaths 16 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14:1, 12°7, and 14:2 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended November 29th, December 6th, and 
December 13th, rose last week to 14:7. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 13:9 per 1000, being 2:0 per 
1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the tive 
years 1908-12. | 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 0, 0, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 5, and were equal to the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 3, 1, and 6 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 5, this being 39 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
», 0, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 7, and were 2 
above the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 5, 6, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
to 10, and were 3 below the corrected average ; 4 of these belonged 
to the Borough of Bethnal Green. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 9, 10, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, were 
again 12, this being 3 below the corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged 
to Shoreditch. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 
years of age, Which had heen 46, 27, and 34 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell to 27. The deaths from influenza numbered 16, having 
been 12, 13 and 12 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths, concerning all of 
which inguests were held. Of these 53 deaths, 8 were cases of 
suicide and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 43 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Fourteen of these latter were referred ta 
vehicles in the streets, nine to burns and scalds, and two, of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 58 cases of 
enteric fever, 60 of measles, 4048 of scarlet fever, 169 of whooping- 
cough, and 1156 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:——Of enteric fever, 12 cases, against 9, 13,and 7; of measles, 
10 cases, against 7, 11, and 14; of scarlet fever, 458 cases, against 
618, 524, and 552; of whooping-cough, 7 cases, against 20, 13, and 
14; and of diphtheria, 178 cases, against 183, 162, and 158. ‘Table 9,

For Greater London there were 3189 births and 1848 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
159 and 128 below the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
30:21 inches, and that of the Thermometer 42°8, the latter being 
9°°6 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 19 per cent. above the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the 
week was 7°9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0:01 of an 
inch,

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RETURNS RELATING TO METROPOLITAN WATER. LONDON. 


(Furnished by the Metropolitan Water Board.) 


The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of November, 1913. | The supply was in the ratio of 213 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their 
control,

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered. last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14:8 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated{ at 
17,852,766 persons in the middle of this year. In the three weeks 
ended December 6th, December 13th, and December 20th, the rates 
had been 13:2, 14:5, and 14°6 respectively. Table 1 of this Return 
shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four 
weeks ; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births 
and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non-residents, 
though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain outlying 
institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded. Inclusions 
generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London and for the Outer 
Ring individually, correction is now somewhat more complete than for Greater 
London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths between the 
two areas is carried out. 

In all cases, however, correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring 
outside the area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates 
therefore tend to be understated.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1345 BIRTHS and 1215 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
428 and the deaths 46 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 12:7, 14:2, and 14:7 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended December 6th, December 13th, and 
December 20th, fell last week to 14:0. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 13:9 per 1000, being 1:5 per 
1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 0, 3, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 4, but were 1 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 1, 6, and 5 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 4, and were 39 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from scarlet *fever, which had been 
0, 5, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 6, and were 1 
above the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 6, 14, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, were 
again 10, this being 7 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 10, 12, and 12 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 5, and were 7 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had heen 27, 34, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 29. 
The deaths from influenza numbered 16, having been 13, 12 and 16 
in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 46 deaths, 5 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 41 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Seven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, eight to burns and scalds, and seven, of infants under one 
year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 55 cases of 
enteric fever, 60 of measles, 3946 of scarlet fever, 181 of whooping. 
cough, and 1113 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the weok, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 13, 7,and 12; of measles, 
13 cases, against 11, 14, and 10; of scarlet fever, 326 cases, against 
024, 902, and 458; of whooping-cough, 14 cases, against 13, 14, and 
7; and of diphtheria, 94 cases, against 162, 158,and 178.

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 18°6 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
17.852.766 persons in the middle of this year. In the three weeks 
ended December 13th, December 20th, and December 27th, the rates 
had been 14:5, 14:6, and 14°8 respectively. Table 1 of this Return 
shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four 
weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births 


and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were -—from all causes, 24°2 in Darlington, 24°6 in 
Si Helens and in Bootle, 248 in Carlisle, 25°) in Smethwick,

* Commencing with 1911 considerable modifications were made in the form of 
this return. The deaths in Greater Londoa and in the other great towns have from 
this date been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of all non- 
residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in certain out- 
lying institutions. Previously in this return scarcely any deaths of non-residents 
were excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other 
great towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2441 BIRTHS and 1615 DBATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
668 and the deaths 354 above the average numbers in the 
fifty-second weeks of the vrevious five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14°2, 14:7, and 14:0 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended December 13th, December 20th, and 
December 27th, rose last week to 18°6. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 15:4 per 1000, being equal to 
the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 
1908-12. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3, 5, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 2, and were 1 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 6, 5, and 4 
in the preceeding three weeks, were again 4, this being 39 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 5, 7, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 5, this being 
equal to the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 14, 10, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
to ll, but were 6 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 12, 12, and 5 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 11, but were 1 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had heen 34, 27, and 29 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 26; 
of these 4 belonged to the Borough of Lambeth, and 4 to 
Camberwell. The deaths from influenza numbered 22, having 
been 12, 16, and 16 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 67 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 67 deaths, 8 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 58 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Ten of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, six to burns and scalds, and sixteen, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 52 cases of 
enteric fever, 45 of measles, 3874 of scarlet fever, 193 of whooping- 
cough, and 1111 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 9 cases, against 7, 12,and 7; of measles, 
13 cases, against 14, 10, and 13; of scarlet jfever, 425 cases, against 
992, 458, and 326; of whooping-cough, 26 cases, against 14, 7, and 
14; and of diphtheria, 148 cases, against 158, 178, and 94. Table 9,

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” i.e., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


For Greater London there were 3918 births and 2424 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population. these numbers are 
1100 and 540 above the respective averages in the fifty-second 
week of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°98 inches, and that of the Thermometer 35°2, the latter being 
3°°5 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Northerly, the horizontal move- 
ment of the air being 17 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the 
week was 8°D hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0:02 of an 
inch.
